To vote in the upcoming election, you must have eitt 

• a Texas driver’s license or ID card 

• a passport 

• a U.S. Military photo ID 

• a U.S. Citizenship or Naturalization Certificate with photo, or 

• a concealed handgun license 

This ID must be current, or have expired after Sept. 6. 

Texas residents who have none of those can get a free Election Identification Certifi- 
cate (EIC) at any Texas Driver License office. Applicants must bring a valid voter registra- 
tion card, plus proof of U.S. citizenship and identity. (For most people, that means a certi- 
fied birth certificate, and one other form of official ID, such as a social security card, mili- 
tary ID, expired driver’s license, school records, car registration - there’s a long list at www. 
dps.texas.gov/driverlicense/eicdocreqmnts.htm if you’re uncertain.) The EIC is free, and is 
valid for six years, or forever for those over 70, or maybe just until Texas’ voter ID law is 
overturned for good. You’ll get a photo receipt at the office that’s valid immediately; the 
card itself will be mailed to you.

roughshod over public engagement. But ACC is not a 
public school district - a core college purpose is work- 
force development - and a close connection to the busi- 
ness community may be exactly what is needed for this 
post. Both men are knowledgable and committed to 
education, but while we applaud Mahoney for his ser- 
vice, we recommend a vote for Williams. 

ACC Trustee, Place 2: Dual: 

Gigi Edwards Bryant, Jade Chang Sheppard 

Among six candidates, two have emerged as the 
most serious and viable. Bryant is a longtime member 
of ACC’s superstructure, serving on its Foundation 
board, and has a clear institutional advantage. There is 
no learning curve for Bryant, and she already has clear 
ideas about specific programs that could be revamped 
to help students and staff; she would even be able to 
stay on the fundraising Foundation board. By contrast, 
contractor and workforce training advocate Chang 
Sheppard has exactly the fresh eyes the district needs, 
especially as it moves forward with years of expensive 
construction, which is her professional territory. That a 
member of the business community has swept the labor 
endorsements is very telling, and Chang Sheppard 
promises to hold the college’s infrastructure projects to 
high construction and labor standards. Both candidates 
are ACC alumni, and have specific visions of how to inte- 
grate ACC into the region’s education network; either 
provides a strong option for the voters, and for ACC.

In the wake of the debates between Attorney 
General Greg Abbott and outspoken contender 
Wendy Davis, questions about the utilization of 
the Texas Enterprise Fund (TEF) have come to 
light. The TEF, created by Gov. Rick Perry in 2003, 
lures businesses to Texas through a loan-type 
fund that awards companies who move from 
other states or countries. There are, unfortu- 
nately, many holes in the rules and regulations 
that allow the possibility for the misappropriation 
of money awarded. 

According to the audit done by the Texas State 
Auditor’s Office, $505 million has been awarded 
by the TEF since its establishment. $222 million 
(44%) of which was issued in its first two years, 
before applications for funds were required. And 
still, when an application was submitted, the 
office could not provide documentation that it 
consistently reviewed all required components 
of applications. Furthermore, it has been alleged 
that the Attorney General’s office awarded funds 
to companies who, in turn, used that money - 
taxpayer dollars - to fund Abbott’s campaign, 
which is unethical and corrupt.

(Oct. 17) Cindy 
Mallette was described as a current 
operative of the Koch Bros, front group, 
Americans for Prosperity; she last 
worked for AFP in 2011.

And, if regulated properly, we 
can assure that every dollar awarded continues 
to strengthen our rapidly expanding economy.

IT’S NOT EBOLA THAT’S KILLING TEXANS - IT’S RUTHLESS POLITICS

CLEAN AIR IS bad for you, the TCEQ’s chief 
toxicologist is arguing as the agency prepares to 
fight new ozone standards expected from the U.S. 
EPA by year’s end. Staking out TCEQ’s outlier posi- 
tion, Michael Honeycutt told the Texas Tribune 
that current ozone levels aren’t actually unhealthy 
and, in fact, reducing them will lead to more deaths. 


We’re in the midst of a health care emer- 
gency. People are dying under extreme cir- 
cumstances, while the government stands 
idly by and either twiddles its thumbs or 
makes things worse. 

No, I’m not talking about 
Ebola in Dallas. While the 
media (especially the hys- 
terical redoubts of cable TV) 
have been obsessing about 
a few deadly U.S. cases of 
Ebola - and still largely 
ignoring the West African 
epidemic - the steady and 
persistent results of health 
care negligence in Texas 
have become so routine that 
they are seldom mentioned. The continual 
refusal of the state government under 
Gov. Rick Perry to enable millions of 
Texans to gain access to health insurance 
is most certainly a state scandal, but the 
situation is simultaneously so politicized 


and so persistent that it seldom gets atten- 
tion, except passingly, when the Legis- 
lature is in session. 

Yet the results produced by that ideologi- 
cal, institutional, willful neg- 
ligence are far more deadly 
than the periodic eruption of 
a random virus. That’s no 
exaggeration; as summa- 
rized by the Center for Public 
Policy Priorities, “Uninsured 
people are sicker and die 
prematurely compared to 
those with insurance. 
Families USA estimates that 
annually, almost 2,150 work- 
ing-age Texans die prema- 
turely due to a lack of health coverage.” 
More than 2,000 preventable deaths per 
year sounds like news - perhaps even a 
headline or two - but the drip-drip-drip of 
everyday disaster doesn’t meet the sensa- 
tionalism test of our hungry 24-hour news 


cycle. Nor do more mundane statistics 
about the state of Texas health care, 
recently ranked among the states: 27th in 
hospital beds, 39th in EMTs and paramed- 
ics, 44th in registered nurses, 45th in den- 
tists, 40th in physicians. (Source: “The 
Texas Health Care Primer,” Rev. 2011, 
CPPP.org.) 

Death by Veto 

The statistical summations are numbing 
after a while. But the plain fact is that 
many, many more people die as a conse- 
quence of an ideological refusal to expand 
the Texas health care system - primarily by 
accepting the expansion of Medicaid 
offered under the federal Affordable Care 
Act - than will ever die because of a tempo- 
rary outbreak of a viral disease. Texas has 
long endured the highest state rate of unin- 
sured residents - 24%, or 6.4 million people, 
as of 2013 - and among people of working

age (19-64), it’s 32%, or roughly 5.1 million 
people. And despite much popular (and 
politically promoted) mythology, most of 
those people are not noncitizens; removing 
noncitizens from the count only drops the 
percentage to 19.8%, and yes, Texas 
remains No. 1. 

The CPPP reports that 734,000 Texans 
have enrolled in insurance plans through 
the ACA Marketplace (i.e., “Obamacare”), 
including those eligible for subsidies, 
but that still leaves millions of people with- 
out insurance. The Center’s Anne 
Dunkelberg estimates about 1 million U.S. 
citizen adults fall into the “Coverage Gap” 
- ineligible for Medicaid under current 
state limits, but too poor either to qualify 
for or afford private insurance with the 
ACA markets. 

Dunkelberg goes on to note that in the 
2013 Legislature, there was in fact biparti- 
san support (even by the Texas Association 
of Business) for an expansion of Medicaid, 
under a Republican-sponsored plan. 
“There was more than sufficient support 
by House and Senate members,” she wrote, 
for a bill sponsored by Rep. John Zerwas, 
R-Simonton. “But the governor’s office 
began to communicate a veto threat,” 
Dunkelberg concludes. “The bill was never 
allowed on the House floor for a vote.” 

DENIAL = DEATH 

When our longest-serving governor steps 
down, come January, he will be able to brag 
that he stood in the Capitol doorway, refus- 
ing to allow the neediest Texans access to 
adequate health care (not to mention 
rejecting billions in federal dollars for the 
Texas economy). He doesn’t see it that way, 
of course; as the Dallas Morning News’ 
Lori Stahl reported in 2012, he told Fox 
News that he’s drawing the line against the 
evils of collectivization: “We’re just not 
going to be part of socializing health care 
in the state of Texas.” 

Moreover, as the governor sees it, the 
feds are just lying (“fake and false”) about 
Texas health care. “Every Texan has health 
care in this state,” he told Fox. “From the 
standpoint of having access to health care, 
every Texan has that.” 

Of course, it’s easier to indulge in that 
bold-faced lie if you’re not among those 
denied regular access to a physician, or 
dental care, or vision care, and are trying to 
decide whether this bout of asthma or diz- 
ziness or angina is worth another trip to 
the emergency room, because you have no 
other recourse. On this score, Gov. Perry’s 
legacy will be one of staggering, willful 
neglect of his duty to provide for and pro- 
tect the welfare of Texans - with the result 
of thousands of unnecessary deaths. No 
demands for more border guards, or calcu- 
lated hysteria about Central American 
immigrants and African travelers, or fulmi- 
nations against the federal government for 
attempting to do what Perry and his sev- 
eral administrations have arrogantly 
refused to do, can ever atone for that fun- 
damental moral failure. ■ 


HOW COULD WE BE SO 

Well, the comment-osphere has spoken 
regarding the Chronicle endorsements pub- 
lished last week (and reprised this week on 
p.6) - and remarkably, it appears that we got 
every single race wrong, due to our left- 
wing commie pink glasses, and our lock-step 
support of developers and their toadies, in 
conjunction with anti-growth neighborhood 
cranks.

BEATING A LIVE HORSE: You may think you’ve 
heard the last of the moaning over transport- 
ation network companies, but in fact, the 
three biggest remaining questions were all 
punted down the road by City Council this 
week, with the gaps in enforcement defined, 
but responsibilities shifted downward from the 
TNCs to the drivers themselves, who will 
almost certainly ignore the regulations and 
continue to operate illegally, with a wink and a 
nod from the city, until something goes wrong: 

• TNCs are not supposed to operate at 
Bergstrom Airport, until airport administra- 
tion figures out how to charge them the same 
sorts of fees all other ground transportation 
services pay to operate there. But with no such 
system in the works, and no enforcement 
mechanism available, expect drivers to ignore 
this provision, if they’re even aware of it. 

• Language was added from the dais Thurs- 
day requiring TNCs to inform their drivers that 
“the driver’s personal automobile insurance 
policy may not provide collision or com- 
prehensive coverage” on cars used for busi- 
ness purposes - but again, it’s up to the driver 
to monitor and provide that coverage (or not). 
This one won’t be clarified until the first test 
cases involving uninsured drivers are litigated. 

• Another late amendment clarified that cars 
used for TNC purposes are considered busi- 
ness property, and are thus subject to ad 
valorem property taxes; how these might 
be identified and billed, however, remains a 
mystery, since Council rejected a proposal 
that TNCs send their list of registered autos 
to the Appraisal District. 


STUPID? 

Expect these issues, among others, to 
continue to be hotly debated when the whole 
mess returns to Council with reports from 
both the TNC task force, and an ongoing taxi- 
cab task force. By the time that gets sorted 
out, it’ll be up to the newly seated City 
Council to try to wrap its arms around the 
whole mess, sometime in the new year.

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HB 2: A SCOTUS Pause Before the Next Storm 


PATIENTS, CLINICS STRUGGLE WITH IMPACT OF LEGAL RULINGS 


On Friday, Oct. 3, the parking lot of Planned Parenthood 
on Ben White Boulevard overflowed; in “crisis manage- 
ment” mode, the relatively small staff scrambled to keep up 
with the unprecedented volume of vulnerable, abortion- 
seeking patients. Within 24 hours, the center would become 
the sole abortion care provider in Austin. 

Patients arrived in fear and anxiety. Many who had 
scheduled their procedures at previously open clinics were 
told they would now need to undergo a second 24-hour pre- 
abortion sonogram - as mandated by a 2011 state law - pro- 
longing their procedure even further. For some women, 
that meant jeopardizing their safety - a woman threatened 
by domestic violence saw her window slowly closing; anoth- 
er, suffering a lethal fetal abnormality, was in dire need of 
immediate service. 

It was a similar scene all over Texas - when the conserva- 
tive 5th Circuit Court of Appeals stayed U.S. Judge Lee 
Yeakel’s August ruling that found parts of Texas’ omnibus 
abortion law, House Bill 2, unconstitutional, it forced 13 
clinics to close their doors, unable to meet the costly ambu- 
latory surgical center building code requirements mandat- 
ed by the final provision of HB 2. Overnight, the number of 
abortion clinics - already reduced from 41 in 2013 to rough- 
ly 20 due to other rules imposed by HB 2 - shrunk further, 
to just eight centers serving a population of 5 million 
reproductive-age women. Under the new rules, an estimat- 
ed 1 million women would need to travel more than 150 
miles (one way) for care, with low-income and rural women, 
those with the fewest resources, feeling the deepest impact. 

The demand on the remaining abortion providers rose 
dramatically. On Friday, Sept. 26, about 30 patients called 
the Austin Planned Parenthood ASC to schedule an abor- 
tion - following the 5th Circuit ruling, that figure shot to 
230, a 660% increase. The number of women undergoing 
sonograms doubled. 

“Our patients were very concerned, very fearful, very 
worried. We had patients ask us, ‘Will you still be open 
when I come back tomorrow?”’ a doctor told the Chronicle 
during an interview at the center. (For security reasons, he 
requested anonymity.) “Many patients aren’t following the 
court rulings, and don’t understand how things can change 
so drastically from one day to the next. We did everything 
we could to reassure them they would continue to have 
access to our services.” But when he heard over the radio of 
the appellate court ruling, the doctor was worried. “I 
thought, ‘Are we really prepared to meet the need?”’ 

The emotional roller coaster flipped again just days later. 
In a rare victory for abortion providers, on Oct. 14, the U.S. 
Supreme Court vacated the stay ordered by the 5th Circuit 




and reinstated the injunction by Yeakel. The decision 
allowed the 13 closed clinics to reopen - but since reinstat- 
ing a non-operational clinic isn’t as simple as turning on the 
lights, not all have been able to do so. In Austin, the 
Brookside Women’s Medical Center resumed services, but 
Whole Woman’s Health remains closed for now, while staff 
weigh the options. Nevertheless, pro-choice advocates cel- 
ebrated the SCOTUS ruling, describing it as “justice” for 
Texas women and a “tremendous victory.” 

The waters may quiet for the rest of 2014, but the order 
is only temporary; a full appeal will be heard by a three- 
judge panel of the 5th Circuit. Both sides have until Dec. 8 
to submit briefs, with oral arguments expected to take 
place in late December or early January. The 5th Circuit 


has repeatedly sided with anti-choice state officials on 
abortion regulations, including HB 2; there is little to indi- 
cate this time will be different, meaning the “logistical 
nightmare” and shock experienced by medical staff and 
patients will most likely be repeated in the near future. If, 
as expected, the 5th Circuit rules to uphold HB 2, plaintiffs 
with the Center for Reproductive Rights plan to appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

Sarah Wheat, vice president for community affairs at 
Planned Parenthood, said that to address the increase in 
patients, the health care center is considering everything 
from extending hours to hiring additional staff, especially if 
it once again becomes the only refuge for Austin abortion 
patients. But the ultimate outcome of the court case is dif- 
ficult to anticipate. 

Meanwhile, providers find themselves saddled with other 
residual effects of surviving the onerous restrictions. Aside 
from the enormous influx of patients, a flood of anti-choice 
protesters from the Brookside clinic (briefly closed by HB 2) 
recently migrated to the South Austin center. The number of 
protesters lining the perimeter of the center has risen steadi- 
ly since clinics in the community closed - after the 5th Circuit 
decision, the crowd tripled. Wheat said the protesters’ “intim- 
idation and disrespect” created such an uncomfortable and 
hostile environment for patients that center staff members 
were compelled to ask for police protection. “It’s another 
daily challenge for us and our patients - in the long-term, we 
don’t know what to expect,” said Wheat. - Mary Tuma 



COUNCIL: THE NEXT CODE IS CODENEXT 


City Council, still in exile at Travis County 
Commissioners Court, today (Oct. 23) faces 
a relatively sedate 56-Item agenda, and none 
of the obvious hot-button issues - like regu- 
lating transportation network companies - 
that have energized (or plagued) recent meet- 
ings. There are a couple of housekeeping 
matters related to the upcoming 10-1 transi- 
tion (City Clerk Items 6 and 7), updating the 
number that constitutes a supermajority and 
adjusting inauguration dates (listed on con- 
sent, but it might undergo a bit of lexical tin- 
kering from the dais). Also on consent is a 
purchasing office proposal (Item 23) for a 
long-term contract for the funding, design, 


and management of a golf course at Decker 
Lake Metropolitan Park - based on the 
external buzz, our guess is that will also earn 
additional scrutiny. 

Council members seem to have nearly 
exhausted their recent tidal wave of policy 
resolutions, floating only a couple of new 
ideas. CM Laura Morrison (seconded by 

Mike Martinez and Kathie Tovo) proposes 
moving the amplified sound permit pro- 
cess from Parks and Recreation to the Music 
Office (Item 29); and Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl 
Cole (Item 30, co-sponsored by Bill 
Spelman) suggests exploring Internet crowd- 
funding as a way to help underwrite certain 


city initiatives, using as a pilot the 
Neighborhood Partnering Program (which 
matches city support to neighborhood volun- 
teer time for particular projects, like park 
improvements). Other matters of note: 

• There’s a public hearing (Item 44) to revise 
“SMART” Housing regs - i.e., “Safe, Mixed- 
income, Accessible, Reasonably priced, 
Transit oriented” - though staff has request- 
ed a (likely) postponement. 

• A first shot at the upcoming rewrite of the 
land development code - “CodeNEXT” - with 
a public hearing (Item 52) on “Code Approach 
Alternatives and Annotated Outline.” 

• Torchy’s Tacos is planning a “flagship” 
restaurant at the former Fran’s location at 
1822 S. Congress - the hitch is nearby 
Fulmore Middle School (across the street), 


and a waiver request on the “no alcohol 
sales within 300 feet of a school” rule; pub- 
lic hearing is Item 53. 

• A public hearing (Item 54) on revising mini- 
mum parking requirements for nonresiden- 
tial uses to include metered spaces - a con- 
tentious issue in and near Downtown. 

Among the proclamation honorees are the 
Austin Valkyries, Austin’s storied women’s 
rugby team. And Council will recognize Friday 
as National Food Day, an occasion to 
“resolve to make changes in our own diets 
and to take action to solve food-related prob- 
lems in our communities at the local, state, 
and national level.” This year’s focus is on 
“food access and justice for food and farm 
workers.” At the Chronicle, of course, it’s 
always Food Day. - Michael King 
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Trans Mother Honored 

Last week, Working Mother magazine named 
Austinite Meghan Stabler “Working Mother of the 
Year .” Stabler’s achievement is particularly notable 
because she’s the first transgender woman to receive 
the honor. It’s “recognition of the work that I do both 
inside and outside of my job,” said Stabler, who is a 
business executive, a tireless advocate for LGBT rights, 
a wife, and the mother of a 3-year-old. As someone 
who has experienced the different treatment of men 
and women firsthand, Stabler said she has worked to 
mentor other women and make sure men are aware of 
“a dynamic that’s often misunderstood in the work- 
place. ... Anybody has probably observed it but just 
missed it.” As a board member for the Human Rights 
Campaign, Stabler focuses on “LGBT workplace issues, 
policy, and practice.” Stabler said her accomplishments 
show “trans people working today are regular mem- 
bers of society ... The discrimination we face in the 
workplace is significant.” - Amy Kamp

BUY YOURSELVES A RIDE - LEGALLY! 


Every technologically conscious “ride shar- 
er” and trip provider in Austin let out a collec- 
tive “Finally!” last Thursday (Oct. 16), after 
City Council voted to approve on third and 
final reading the ordinance - sponsored by 
Council Member Chris Riley and much- 
amended on the dais yet again - that will 
make transportation network companies 
legal throughout the city. 

Beginning next week, when the ordinance 
takes effect (10 days after approval) compa- 
nies such as Uber and Lyft will sign paper- 
work that will put them legally onto city 
books. Both will continue operating the way 
they’ve been operating - albeit with a stron- 
ger presence (e.g., Lyft’s mustaches) - and 
Austin police officers will stop worrying about 
ticketing drivers for operating vehicles-for-hire 
without proper licenses. 

Speaking after the Council approval, Uber 
Texas General Manager Chris Nakutis noted 
that the language passed via Riley’s ordi- 
nance reads much like those approved by city 
councils in Tulsa, Detroit, and other “similarly 
sized cities” throughout the country. He 
called Austin’s insistence on secondary back- 
ground checks - city-run audits that must be 
completed within 30 days of a TNCs - “a lit- 
tle unique to Austin,” and expressed approval 
over current insurance expectations, which 
place the policy onus on a driver’s personal 
insurer at all times in which commercial 
activity (from acceptance of a ride to the 
closing of that transaction) isn’t actively tak- 
ing place. 

Nakutis also mentioned the possibility of 
UberPool - a ride-pooling system among rid- 
ers already available in certain cities (i.e., 
actual “ride-sharing”) - and hinted about a 
potential Austin office. Lyft released a 
canned statement on the victory. 

CM Riley’s policy aide Leah Bojo told the 
Chronicle that the city’s background checks in 
fact run largely consistent with those in 
Houston, and that the uniqueness of the ordi- 
nance is actually reflected in the monthly 


data companies will now be responsible for 
reporting to the city every quarter. “That was 
huge,” said Bojo, “and one of the biggest 
sticking points in our negotiations at the 
beginning.” She said companies should 
expect to pass along data detailing rider pick- 
up and drop-off patterns; peak ridership 
times and popular locations; costs of trips, 
including the measure in the amount of time 
and dynamic pricing; the lengths of each trip; 
and ADA (Americans With Disabilities Act) 
service comparisons. 

As deliberations stretched on for another 
almost three hours Thursday evening, Mayor 
Lee Leffingwell expressed concern from the 
dais that Council was spending so much time 
debating the intricacies of an ordinance that 
will only be in effect for a few months. 

Indeed, the language approved Thursday is 
officially temporary, and is expected to be 
replaced by a pilot program recommended by 
city staff when a TNC working group con- 
cludes its meetings in the next few weeks. 

But one member of that group - Eric Goff, a 
TNC user and consumer representative - told 
Council members at a meeting three weeks 
ago that the biweekly sessions have been 
unproductive, and he amplified that com- 
plaint to the Chronicle last week. 

“City Council is creating a regulatory frame- 
work that will actually take action, whereas 
the stakeholder process that I’m a part of is 
a few independent people not affiliated with 
a company and then a bunch of taxi cab own- 
ers, regulatory professionals, and Uber and 
Lyft,” Goff said. “There never will be any 
agreement. ... I can see staff being pragmat- 
ic and saying ‘Well, now that Council’s voted 
on something, unless we have something 
else, we effectively know what our bosses 
think the answer is.’ I think it’s giving a 
strong indication to staff of what proposals 
might pass or not.” 

Should that happen, last week’s Council 
action predicts what Austin’s TNC framework 
will look like, henceforth. - Chase Hoffberger

“ECONETWORK” LAUNCHES 
ONLINE ENVIRO VOTERS’ GUIDE 


Everyone knows data entry sucks. So for 
anyone to voluntarily take on a massive data- 
wrangling project like Austin EcoNetwork’s 
just-launched Election Navigator - a multi- 
media clearinghouse of candidate positions 
and video interviews with most of those run- 
ning in Austin’s bulging 10-1 election - the 
effort suggests either the allure of big bucks 
or irrepressible passion. 

Judging from AE’s founder Brandi Clark 
Burton’s track record of advancing environ- 
mental reforms in Austin - including, not inci- 
dentally, helping hash out the city’s Climate 
Protection Plan as a steering committee 
member - passion is the more likely culprit. 
“To me the environment is everything,” 

Burton told the Chronicle. “There’s only a few 
things in government 
the city does that don’t 
have to do with our 
water, our trees, our 
energy, where we are 
with our climate. These 
issues all tie back.” 

Of course, that con- 
viction did nothing to 
limit the scope of her 
task, in assembling an 
online, searchable, 
green voting guide for 
city residents. Along 
with a small team of 
staffers and volunteer- 
ing “core green move- 
ment leaders,” Burton 
culled responses from 
five existing candidate 
questionnaires pro- 
duced by groups such 
as the Sierra Club and 
Clean Water Action; 
folded in her own ques- 
tions and responses; 
conducted numerous 
videotaped interviews 
with candidates; creat- 
ed endorsement info- 
graphics; crawled all the candidates’ web- 
sites for eco pledges; generated summaries 
of each candidate’s positions on topics rang- 
ing from energy to food waste; and consoli- 
dated as many relevant video clips from 
regional news media as her team could wrap 
their tendrils around. 

Released last week, the Election Navigator 
was obviously a mammoth endeavor for a 
handful of paid staff, volunteers, and Burton, 
who says she doesn’t even draw a full-time 
salary. But it could have been easier. “They 
didn’t actually want to release their answers,” 
she said of the (ultimately) collaborating 
organizations. It took badgering and tapping 
of “champions” within each environmental 
nonprofit to press her cause. “It was not as 
easy as one might hope. I just never wavered 
and stood on the ground that this informa- 
tion should be public.” 

Certainly Austin voters have a number of 
online resources to educate themselves 


about the candidates. The League of 
Women Voters has long distributed nonpar- 
tisan voter guides, raising their game in 
2006 with an online resource Vote411.org. 
Project Vote Smart recently launched Vote 
Easy, promising to help “find your political 
soulmate.” (Texas stats are supposed to be 
added Oct. 25.) In a race this crowded and 
freshly cross-sectioned, the Travis County 
Clerk’s Election Division (in partnership 
with the Travis County Tax Assessor/ 
Collector) offers a welcome Voter Lookup 
program that generates a personalized ballot 
for any registered voter - showing only the 
races in that voter’s various districts. 

A local trio are offering all of the above in 
a freshly launched voting app with national 
aspirations that will be 
using 10-1 as their test 
run. The Voting App 
offers a personalized 
ballot; important dates, 
times, and polling loca- 
tions; and an issue 
survey that then com- 
pares your policy priori- 
ties with the candi- 
dates (see Vote 
Smart’s pending “soul- 
mate” crush above) - 
all in a slick, intuitive 
package the developers 
say will encompass 
state races by next 
year, and go national in 
time for the 2016 pres- 
idential election. 

But those who want 
to know more on the 
nuances of shutting 
down the coal-fired 
Fayette Power plant 
(or squirming out of a 
junior stake in the 
South Texas Project 
nuclear facility), 
expanding urban farm- 
ing and reaching zero waste, and swapping 
cars for bikes (or skateboards; ask our aspi- 
rational Mayor Pro Tern) on city streets, you 
could do worse than spend an hour or two 
navigating Burton’s collaboration with the 
Sierra Club, Clean Water Action, Austin 
Environmental Democrats, and the umbrel- 
la Clean Energy for Austin. 

While some running may have sought to 
use the platform to embellish on their records 
or commitments, the one-on-one interview pro- 
cess offers a good measure of the key quality 
Burton brings to the subject. “Seeing how pas- 
sionate they are, how many ideas they have - 
you can tell when someone cares about this,” 
Burton said. “It’s clear.” - Greg Harman

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WILCO POT BAKER TAKES A PLEA 


Final sentencing won’t take place until mid- 
November, but the nuts and bolts are in place: 
Last week, Jacob Lavoro - the 19-year-old 
Williamson County resident arrested in April 
when police found a pound of marijuana and 
660 grams of pot brownies and cookies in 
his Round Rock apartment - accepted a plea 
deal that will sentence him to seven years of 
deferred probation. In exchange, said Lavo- 
ro’s attorney Jack Holmes, the marijuana 
charges against Lavoro will be dropped alto- 
gether; he still faces charges of possession 
of a controlled substance (for the baked 
goods) and also intent to distribute. He’ll find 
out about additional terms - Holmes men- 
tioned rehab (either inpatient 
or out) - at his sentencing 
hearing Nov. 13. 

Lavoro’s case made 
national headlines this sum- 
mer as people learned that a 
Texan with an otherwise 
clean record could be sen- 
tenced to life in prison for 
the act of baking pot brown- 
ies. Possession of hashish 
or concentrates - in this 
case, the brownies and cook- 
ies - amounting to anywhere 
between 4 and 400 grams 
(of entire weight) carries a 
Texas prison sentence of 
5-99 years. And the posses- 
sion and intent to distribute charges could 
have added four more. 

Lavoro’s charges were later reduced to 
second-degree possession of a controlled 
substance (2 to 20 years) shortly after 
Holmes filed a motion to suppress evidence, 
claiming in July that police entered Lavoro’s 
apartment without permission, a search war- 
rant, or probable cause. They never should 
have found the pot in the first place, he 
argued - though a police affidavit claims that 
Lavoro’s girlfriend allowed police to enter. 

Judge Stacey Mathews never heard the 
motion, however. Holmes and Lavoro wanted 
it to be heard early September, but the hear- 
ing got rescheduled until November, and Wil- 
liamson County offered Lavoro the plea deal 
in the interim. (Lavoro spent a portion of that 
period in a Williamson County jail after violat- 


ing pretrial parole - by getting into a traffic 
accident in Travis County in a friend’s car, 
where there was reportedly a hash pipe.) 

“I said all along with the motion to sup- 
press that [the judge] could go either way,” 
Holmes said after Lavoro accepted the plea 
and was released. “It’s just based on what 
the cops say. They’re saying they had permis- 
sion to enter [the apartment], and we’re not. 
When you have something like that, it’s a 
coin flip. Jacob understood all that and real- 
ized he could lose that [decision] and they’d 
take the [plea] offer away.” 

As has become repeatedly evident - 
through the case of Michael Morton and 
the Texas Fair Defense 
Project’s 2006 class-action 
lawsuit against a series of 
Williamson County judges, 
among other episodes - the 
justice system just a few 
miles up 1-35 has earned a 
reputation of favoring prose- 
cutors. Lavoro’s case with 
Williamson County is wrap- 
ping up just as another 
accused possessor of con- 
trolled substances enters a 
similar predicament. 

On Oct. 3, 28-year-old 
John Fleming Lumpkin was 
arrested after being pulled 
over on Highway 183 for a 
broken brakelight. Officer Erik Detlefsen 
reported he witnessed Lumpkin shaking 
“considerably” during the traffic stop, and 
asked him to exit the vehicle. Lumpkin rolled 
up his windows and locked his doors upon 
exiting, refused a vehicle search, and 
Detlefsen ordered a K9 air sniff. The dog 
responded to the smell of narcotics, and 
Detlefsen searched the vehicle. 

In it, he found more than 7,000 grams of 
marijuana-related products, including wax 
hash, THC vapor pens, 2,061 grams of THC 
brownies, and 579 grams of “Keen’s Ganga 
Balls”; all amounting to a first-degree felo- 
ny. Lumpkin, who presented a Colorado 
license, maintains it’s entirely medical. 
Pressed last week for an interview, he told 
the Chronicle that he is first “trying to get 
my ducks in order.” - Chase Hoffberger

San Antonio Gun Brother 

APPEALS DENIED 


Ultimately, it mattered not whom Miguel 
Paredes killed but rather if his trial jury could 
determine that he assisted in or enforced the 
deaths of two of three individuals who lost 
their lives in September 2000. Paredes was 
only 18 at the time and affiliated with San 
Antonio’s Hermanos de Pistoleros Latinos. 
His boss, John Saenz, had gotten mixed up in 
a bad drug deal with Adrian Torres, gang 
leader of SA’s Mexican Mafia. Saenz brought 
Torres to his house one Sunday afternoon 
while Paredes and an accomplice, Greg 
Alvarado, were waiting respectively in the 
garage and an adjacent bedroom. 

Torres didn’t leave alive; neither did 
Shawn Cain and Nelly Bravo, who rode 
with Torres to Saenz’s house. Paredes and 
Alvarado came out of their respective hiding 
spaces after the Mafia members entered; 
with Saenz, they shot and killed all three 
visitors. Their bodies were found a few days 
later in Frio County, southwest of San 
Antonio, where they’d been bound and 
burned and left by Paredes and other 
Pistoleros. All involved parties were arrest- 
ed two days later, Sept. 19, 2000, except for 
Alvarado, who was caught several days later. 

Testimonies from Saenz’s neighbor as 
well as his brother Eric, a member of the 
Pistoleros who doubled as an informant for 
the San Antonio office of the U.S. Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms, linked 
Paredes to the murders. Eric’s testimony, 
which detailed both onsite realizations 
after the shootings, as well as information 
gleaned from a conversation he had with 
his brother, revealed Paredes to have said 
that Eric “should have been there, that I 
would have had some fun.” He further tes- 
tified against Paredes by saying the 
18-year-old, known as “Fat Boy” within 
HPL circles, “didn’t look like [the murders] 
fazed him,” while John “looked like he was 
not in his right mind” during the period of 
time in which gang members rid Saenz’s 
house of the bodies. 

Paredes was found guilty of capital mur- 
der and, after being painted as a young 
gang member with an already established 
history of crime violence (including mur- 
der, kidnapping, and the burning of a wom- 
an’s body after she’d overdosed on drugs), 
sentenced to death on Nov. 9, 2001. His pri- 
mary accomplices - Alvarado, who pleaded 


guilty, and Saenz, who claimed self-defense 
- were both handed life sentences. 

In November 2003, Paredes began a 
series of applications for habeas corpus 
relief that largely hung on five grounds. 
Beginning with a state effort and conclud- 
ing with a federal appeal, he argued that 
he’d been made subject to a grand jury that, 
at 8% Hispanic, wasn’t “a fair cross section” 
of the community (at the time, Bexar 
County was 34% Hispanic); that he received 
ineffective trial counsel; that the trial court 
erred in allowing the jury to conclude that 
Paredes killed or intended to kill any two of 
the three victims (and not specifically pin 
two exact murders on him); that the Texas 
capital sentencing statute is “arbitrary and 
capricious and violates the Eighth 
Amendment because it contains vague and 
undefined terms for aggravating factors”; 
and that the trial judge “uncritically and 
unconditionally accepted the prosecutor’s 
findings without any judicial guidance.” 

Each effort for relief was eventually 
denied. Some - such as Paredes’ claims 
against proper representation on the jury 
and against the effectiveness of his trial 
counsel - were procedurally barred from 
review. An Aug. 2010 appeal to the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals was refused on 
many of the same grounds. Five months 
later, in January 2011, the U.S. Supreme 
Court refused Paredes’ writ of certiorari. 

Paredes is set to be executed on Tuesday, 
Oct. 28. He’ll be the 11th inmate executed 
this year, and 519th since the reinstatement 
of Texas’ death penalty in 1976.

Earlier this month in unrelated cases, the 
U.S. Supreme Court refused an appeal from 
32-year-old Derrick Dewayne Charles, a 
Houston native who’d been sentenced to death 
in 2003 after being found guilty of strangling 
his 15-year-old girlfriend Myiesha Bennett, 
raping and strangling her 44-year-old mother 
Brenda Bennett, and fatally beating his girl- 
friend’s 77-year-old grandfather Obie Lee 
Bennett. And last Tuesday, the 5th Circuit 
refused an appeal from Raphael Holiday, con- 
victed of killing his 18-month-old daughter 
and her two half-sisters when he set their 
Madison County house on fire in September 
2000. Neither of the two have yet to receive 
their execution dates. - Chase Hoffberger

JOHN “SANDY” BARTLETT: 

FEBRUARY 25, 1946 - AUGUST 28, 2014 


A local light has grown dim. Twenty-five- 
year veteran of AIDS Services of Austin - 

and during that time, regular Chronicle con- 
tributor of the “About AIDS” column - John 
“Sandy” Bartlett passed away in late 
August. A memorial service will be held in his 
honor, Sunday, Oct. 26. 

Considered an integral member of Austin’s 
AIDS outreach and education for nearly three 


decades, Bartlett dedicated his life to soften- 
ing the brunt of HIV/AIDS on the lives of 
those most affected, as well as engaging the 
community at large with clarity and care at a 
time rampant with hysteria and misinforma- 
tion. In 1988 - the same year Congress 
passed the Health Omnibus Programs 
Extension (HOPE) Act, paving the way to 
improving public access to critical info in the

Big Beer Deceivers and Bullies 


It’s bad enough that the goliaths of Big 
Beer are consuming each other in a new 
round of mega-mergers, meaning fewer choic- 
es and higher prices for consumers - but the 
really bad news is that they’re also going 
after the one bright spot on tap in bars all 
across the country: craft beers. 

These are not merely beers, but jewels of 
the brewer’s art - yeasty, hoppy, and malty 
local delights with unique, deep flavors that 
put the “fizzy yellow” suds of Budweiser, 
Miller, and Coors to shame. And, not sur- 
prisingly, while the sales of Big Beer’s fizz are 
declining, the craft brewers are up by 17% 
last year alone. And the number of craft 
brewers has nearly doubled since 2010. 

The giants have noticed, and are respond- 
ing. By making better beer? Don’t be silly. 
Instead, they’re trying to co-opt the good name 
of local beermakers and dupe consumers by 
pretending that the likes of Bud and Miller 
are “craft” brewers, too. How? Two ways. 


First, they’ve created false fronts like Blue 
Moon Brewing Company, Tenth & Blake, 
and Green Valley Brewing, pretending to be 
upstart independents. You won’t see the name 

of MillerCoors, or Anheusertiusch, on the 

labels - but those are the macrobrewers that 
own and make such ersatz microbrews as 
Blue Moon, Killian’s, and Shock Top. 

Second, the deep-pocketed beer behemoths 
are simply buying up small craft brewers, 
including Goose Island (Anheuser-Busch) 
and Leinenkugel (MillerCoors). Again, 
they’re co-opting the imagery of cool indepen- 
dents, but - shhhh - it’s the same old Big 
Beer hiding behind the small guy labels. 

When all else fails, the giants get thuggish, 
using their marketing muscle and political 
punch to knock the craft beers out of bars 
and off the shelves. But the independents 
are scrappy - and it’s up to us quaffers of 
real beer to stand (and drink) with them. 
Cheers!

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fight against HIV/AIDS - Bartlett’s trailblazing 
began. In February of that year, he accepted 
a position at the newly formed AIDS Services 
of Austin. As volunteer coordinator, he recruit- 
ed and trained thousands of volunteers for 
ASA’s Helping Hands Food Bank; jumping 
between volunteer services and educational 
outreach, Bartlett greatly expanded Austin’s 
public health education. 

“His longevity was a testament to his dedi- 
cation and determination, which stemmed 
from what drew him to ASA originally: AIDS 
was decimating his community. HIV/AIDS 
became his life’s work,” wrote Lee Manford, 
in ASA’s online tribute. Aside from his work 
at ASA, Bartlett produced The AIDS Primer: A 
Training Manual, an HIV/AIDS resource that 
health workers still use. Around the same 
time, Bartlett found a weekly public forum for 
this work: his “About AIDS” Chronicle column. 

In October, 1989, AIDS panic fueled a par- 
ticularly strange chapter in the history of this 
paper. Local pastor and conservative activist 
with the American Family Association Mark 
Weaver campaigned to have the Chronicle 
removed from local H-E-Bs, citing the paper’s 
M4M personals section in the back as not- 
family-friendly. This earned Weaver a spot as 
the subject of the paper’s annual spooky 
Halloween Mask cover (a tradition that con- 
tinues next week). The campaign was initially 
successful; H-E-B pulled the paper briefly 
from 17 Austin stores. But an amazing thing 
happened: Chronicle readers responded with 
a boycott that got the papers reinstated in 
the grocery chain. 

“During this ordeal,” says editor Louis 
Black, “Nick [publisher Nick Barbaro] and I 
talked and realized that the Chronicle should 
not just carry gay-friendly personal ads but 
actually reach out to the AIDS community to 
offer ongoing support. And we reached out to 
that community. Sandy responded.” 

In the issue (Nov. 3, 1989) that marked 
the Chronicle’s return to H-E-B, a weekly col- 
umn called “About AIDS” appeared on page 
37 (in those days, the classified ad section). 
While a number of community volunteers con- 
tributed to the small back-of-the-book feature 
over its run from 1989-2005, “Sandy really 
took over, drove, and authored that column,” 
says Black. “In many ways he provided not 
just information but an anchor for a range of 
organizations.” Bartlett became both a voice 
and an expert in the fight against the spread 
of AIDS and HIV (and the misunderstandings 
about them) often speaking on local radio 
and television, and lecturing at local colleges. 

Though he retired from ASA in 2012, Bart- 
lett never lost his fighting spirit, or his seem- 
ingly endless empathy. He leaves a perma- 
nent memory of his fight against an epidemic 
and the hate-filled paranoia it spawned. “If a 
person’s life is measured by the enrichment 
he gives to the lives of others, Sandy set a 
world record,” wrote ASA volunteers Linda 
Magee and Tom Wilmore. “He inspired us 
all along the way.” - Sarah Marloff

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Austin’s Sustainable Secret 

Student-founded Green Is the New Black makes renewable energy at Huston-Tillotson 


In many ways, Green Is the New Black is 
like any other student organization on a 
typical college campus. Based at Huston- 
Tillotson University in central East Austin, 
the group holds events, raises funds, and 
advocates for its cause: environmental 
awareness. However, GITNB has tackled 
these projects with the energy of 10 such 
organizations. Within just a year of its 
founding, the student-led group has won 
$85,000 in grant and scholarship money for 
the university, and has even trademarked 
its name. Granted, the name is more than 
just a clever moniker. “Green Is the New 
Black” is a spirited declaration of purpose 
- an explicit invitation to explore the under- 
appreciated intersection of race and envi- 
ronmental issues. GITNB hopes not only to 
address these issues in its own neighbor- 
hood but to see the emergence of sister 
chapters exploring similar themes on cam- 
puses throughout the country. 

When she was growing up, says GITNB 
co-founder Angelica “Jelly” Erazo, environ- 
mental awareness was not a big part of her 
life. “You know ‘Don’t Mess With Texas’? I 
had no idea that was about trash,” says the 
Houston native, who laughs about it now. 
Nonetheless, she says her family was in 
some ways unintentionally green. “Girl,

turn off that water!” she says, impersonat- 
ing her mom. “Turn off that light!” Erazo 
likes pointing out now that, contrary to 
conventional wisdom, being green can save 
money. Having grown up in a low-income 
community where “there was no voice for 
the Latinos,” Erazo returns often to themes 
of communication when talking about 
GITNB. “When we wanted to form as an 
organization, I thought it would be impor- 
tant [that] the people we’re trying to relate 
to are also minorities, young adults, people 
who are not so familiar with sustainability 
issues,” she says. “How do we communicate 
with them in a language that they under- 
stand and we understand?” 

Effective communication has been espe- 
cially important for GITNB because one of 
its objectives is to help promote a seeming- 
ly confounding endeavor: a sustainable- 
design experiment in which faculty and 
students are transforming a 6-by-6-foot 
Dumpster into a tiny, livable home. The 
Dumpster Project has become a surprising- 
ly versatile locus for cross-disciplinary 
experimentation, data collection, and cur- 
riculum development adaptable across 
grade levels. Nonetheless, it is most well- 
known for its unmistakable element of per- 
formance art, thanks to its bowtie-clad 


inhabitant. HT University College Dean 
Jeff Wilson, an environmental science pro- 
fessor, became a living part of the “less is 
more” experiment when he moved into the 
Dumpster last February, with plans to stay 
for one year. 

Erazo and GITNB co-founder Evette 
Jackson were both working for Wilson as 
work-study students last fall when he first 
announced the idea. Jackson - an East 
Austin native who plans to go to law school 
when she graduates - says she grew up 
thinking about sustainability issues. “My 
mom’s a real freak with recycling,” she 
says. “And my grandma loves gardening.” 
Nonetheless, she and Erazo were both taken 
aback when Wilson told them his plan. “We 
looked at each other like, ‘You are crazy,”’ 
recalls Jackson. 

Although skeptical at first, they soon came 
around, perhaps partly out of respect for the 
charismatic Wilson. “A lot of us look up to 
him.” says Erazo. “If he tells you he’s going 
to help you, he doesn’t wait. He does it right 
then and there.” Erazo and Jackson shared 
the concept with other students, and the idea 
emerged for GITNB - a group reflecting the 
whimsy of the Dumpster Project (“fun, witty, 
yet productive,” as Erazo puts it) and the 
unique perspectives of its members. The 


Netflix series Orange Is the New Black was 
popular at the time, and Victoria’s Secret was 
doing a “Pink Is the New Black” campaign, 
recalls Erazo: “We were like, you know what? 
Green is the new black.” 

In part, GITNB and the Dumpster Project 
reflect the broader aspirations of a small 
school to make a big difference on several 
fronts. According to public relations direc- 
tor Linda Y. Jackson, the administration 
began actively looking for ways to reduce 
the school’s carbon footprint in the early 
Aughties, and has been steadily implement- 
ing sustainability measures since then. In 
2011, the school was recognized by the 
National Wildlife Federation for its energy- 
saving and recycling efforts, which includ- 
ed an 80% reduction in municipal waste on 
campus. “People think that African- 
Americans don’t care about the environ- 
ment,” says Jackson, “and that is absolutely 
not true.” In fact, she says, environmental 
problems “affect African-Americans dispro- 
portionately to other populations.” 

Among the many ugly truths about envi- 
ronmental degradation is the fact that it is 
so often distributed along lines of race. 
Famously, the United Church of Christ 
Commission for Racial Justice published a 
study in 1987 finding race to be a more 
accurate factor in predicting the location of 
commercial hazardous waste facilities than 
household income, home value, education, 
or the amount of industrial waste generat- 
ed. A 2007 follow-up study reported even 
greater racial disparities than the first time 
around. Relative to white Americans, the 
findings show that African-Americans, His- 
panics/Latinos, and Asians/Pacific Island- 
ers are, respectively, 1.7, 2.3, and 1.8 times 
more likely to live in a neighborhood with 
hazardous waste facilities. At the same 
time, minority communities often have the 
fewest resources to devote to lobbying for 
environmental protections. 

“THE GREEN HBCU” 

Historically black colleges and universi- 
ties (HCBUs) face a similar challenge. The 
2014 HBCU Green Report, a survey of 
HBCU sustainability efforts around the 
country, notes that many HBCUs struggle 
with “diminished resources, declining 
enrollments, deferred maintenance, debt 
and deficits,” all of which can eclipse envi- 
ronmental concerns. These challenges in 
part reflect a unique history going back to 
the post-Civil War era, when most HBCUs 
were established as institutions for educat- 
ing freed slaves. (Huston-Tillotson can trace 
its origins back to the founding of Tillotson 
College in 1875, bearing the distinction of 
being Austin’s oldest institution of higher 
learning.) In the first half of the 20th cen- 
tury, black Americans seeking higher edu- 
cation had few options beyond HBCUs. 
Opportunities grew after the Sixties, but 
HBCUs remained important. As recently as 
2007, a report from the National Bureau of 
Economic Research found that a substan- 
tial percentage of black professionals were 
HBCU graduates, including 40% of con- 
gressmen, half of all lawyers and non-

HBCU professors, and 80% of African- 
American judges. 

Nonetheless, today’s 106 HBCUs operate 
in a competitive environment. Most HBCUs 
have diversified their student bodies, but 
they have also stayed true to a legacy of 
educating minority and low-income popula- 
tions. Among HT students, the majority are 
African-American (73%), a substantial num- 
ber are Hispanic/Latino (18%), and 4% are 
white. (The remaining 5% are international, 
Asian, Native American, two or more races, 
other, or unknown.) Notably, 73% of the 
student body is eligible for federal Pell 
grants, which are reserved for students with 
the greatest financial need; by contrast, 
only 28% of UT-Austin students qualify. As 
a result of these priorities, HBCUs excel at 
catering to the educational needs of under- 
served students, many of whom are part of 
the first generation in 
their families to go to col- 
lege. At the same time, in 
serving a population with 
financial challenges, 

HBCUs themselves face 
similar challenges on a 
larger scale. 

The 2014 HBCU Green 
Report finds that, even 
under these constraints, 
eight in 10 schools sur- 
veyed are either creating a sustainability 
plan or already have one in place. The report 
also notes that a focus on sustainability 
opens up “tremendous business opportuni- 
ties” for HBCU students graduating into a 
greener economy. In line with this outlook, 
HT received accreditation this year to offer 
environmental studies as a major. Jackson 
says the coursework will cover environmen- 
tal justice, global warming, conservation 
biology, renewable energy, air and water 
pollution, and environmental law. “These of 
course are major issues that affect especial- 
ly our student population,” she notes. 

Huston-Tillotson’s actions reflect the 
school’s desire to be “ahead of the curve” on 
green initiatives, says Jackson. However, 


GITNB and the faculty who support the 
group talk of a more ambitious goal: to be 
“the green HBCU.” Admittedly, says GITNB 
adviser Amanda Masino, “being the green- 
est is a ridiculously audacious goal. We are 
tiny. We have few resources compared to 
some of the big-name HBCUs like Spelman 
or Morehouse or Tuskegee.” Nonetheless, 
she believes HT’s disadvantages are also its 
opportunities. “Having a focus like that can 
have a big impact because we’re small, 
because we’re under-resourced.” 

A BETTER VIEW 

HT green coordinator Karen Magid says a 
proposed installation of solar panels on 
campus - granted performance-based 
incentives by the city in September - could 
be complete as soon as March of 2015. It’s 
unclear whether the school will be able to 
install the maximum amount under consid- 
eration, but if so, she 
says the project would 
give HT the distinction 
of producing more 
renewable power per stu- 
dent than any other pri- 
vate HBCU. Beyond the 
environmental benefits, 
Magid sees such projects 
as a means of raising the 
school’s profile. Even 
here in its hometown, 
where it has been tucked away on a quiet 
East Austin campus for nearly 140 years, 
Huston-Tillotson has the air of a well-kept 
secret - as many students have discovered. 
“Huston-Tillotson is older even than UT,” 
says Wilson. “Imagine going out on Sixth 
Street and saying you go to Huston- 
Tillotson and people saying, ‘Where in 
Houston is that?”’ 

One upshot to being a well-kept secret is 
that the campus, at Seventh street and 
Chicon, remains an untarnished gem in the 
center of one of the country’s fastest-grow- 
ing cities. A westward-facing terrace con- 
necting the campus chapel to an instruc- 
tional building offers an unobstructed view

of the Downtown skyline, just a little over a 
mile west of campus. “It’s the best view of 
Downtown in Austin,” boasts Wilson. 
Thanks to a $10,000 award GITNB won last 
year in the Home Depot “Retool Your 
School” competition, in November the mod- 
est balcony is scheduled to be transformed 
into a lounge where students can study 
while they enjoy the view. Of course, it will 
be a “green” study lounge, equipped with 
rain barrels and furniture built from sus- 
tainably harvested materials. 

In just its first year, GITNB achieved 
much. Members worked with kids at nearby 
Blackshear Elementary School to build gar- 
dens on campus. They won the honor of 
“Best Booth” at the Austin Earth Day 
Festival last May. They also competed 
against some of the most prestigious 
HBCUs in the country to win the $75,000 
top prize in the Ford HBCU Community 
Challenge in December. Now in their junior 
year, Erazo and Evette Jackson describe the 
journey as transformative. 

“Now we can get in front of a camera, no 
problem,” says Jackson. She and Erazo say 
they both used to be terrified of public 
speaking. “I used to cry,” says Erazo. Five 
GITNB members traveled to Michigan to 
present their final proposal - about the 
Dumpster Project - for the Ford competi- 
tion, and Jackson describes the hours 
before the presentation as a grueling affair. 
“Jelly had stress balls. I was pacing back 
and forth,” recalls Jackson. “But if you want 
to be a lawyer, if you want to be a feminist, 
you need to learn to talk in front of people.” 

Bringing the top prize back to Austin was 
a watershed moment for the group. “We 
didn’t know how to handle it,” says Erazo. 
“All these people coming up to us like, 
‘Congratulations!’” Buoyed by her success 
with GITNB, Erazo decided to apply for the 
United Negro College Fund All-Stars schol- 
arship, a prestigious award presented to 
recipients during “An Evening of Stars” - a 
glitzy, televised event with big-name celeb- 
rities like Usher and Cedric the Entertainer. 


She won the scholarship and flew to Atlanta 
for the big event. “Mack Wilds [Michael Lee 
in The Wire ] handed me my award,” she 
says. “It was magical, honestly.” 

BIKES AND GARDENS 

Entering GITNB’s second year as its new 
co-chairs, Erazo and Jackson have big 
plans. They are working with Adrian Lip- 
scombe of the city of Austin’s Transporta- 
tion Division to expand student transporta- 
tion options. Although most upperclassmen 
live off-campus, few students ride bikes. It’s 
not that it’s not allowed, says Lipscombe. 
“It’s just not done.” One reason may be that 
while HT has 973 students, it has only one 
bike rack, and it’s located outside the sci- 
ence building rather than the two dorms. 
Prominent placement is important, says 
Lipscombe, “so people know there’s an 
option to ride a bicycle on campus.” 

Another problem, she says, is the absence 
of a bike policy advising students about 
where they can or can’t ride. She and 
GITNB are working with HT administra- 
tion to create such a policy, beginning with 
development of a student survey to gauge 
interest and to better understand how stu- 
dents currently get to, from, and around the 
19-acre campus. Ultimately, expansion of 
bicycling culture at HT will likely require 
addressing student concerns about connec- 
tivity and safety. “One of the main ques- 
tions is, ‘Yeah, I know how to ride a bicycle, 
but I don’t feel safe riding a bicycle,”’ she 
says. To address these issues, she recom- 
mends GITNB promote social rides, scaven- 
ger hunts, and Traffic 101 classes. 

Beyond being affordable and green, 
bikes have the less obvious benefit of 
expanding food access for students in an 
area of town long beleaguered by a combi- 
nation of factors common to food deserts - 
few grocery stores, an abundance of fast 
food, and low-income residents without 
independent means of transportation. On 
HT grounds, there are no dining options 
beyond the campus cafeteria (“other than

the Honey Buns in your room,” says Erazo). 
According to Lipscombe, students without 
cars walk about a mile if they want to eat 
elsewhere: “A bicycle gives them an aver- 
age of two to three more miles to check out 
places to go eat.” 

Economic revitalization on the Eastside 
has ushered in new restaurants, food trucks, 
and coffee shops that are attractive to stu- 
dents but not accessible more broadly, par- 
ticularly to low-income residents. For 
addressing food access issues, programs at 
area farmers’ markets and the opening of 
the new H-E-B at the Mueller Development 
are more important. However, Naya Jones 
and Kevin Thomas - co-founders of local 
research and advocacy organization Food 
for Black Thought - point out that in com- 
munities with these concerns, it’s impor- 
tant to look beyond “commercial” solutions. 
GITNB is working with FFBT to better 
understand the issue. “In actuality,” says 
Thomas, “there may already be solutions 
being enacted by those communities that 
we simply just need to give more resources 
to.” For example, says Jones, “If you talk to 
black folks and Latinos, there’s a rich tradi- 
tion of people cooking for 
community members 
and neighbors and 
churches ... and growing 
food.” People not only 
cook for their neighbors 
but often do so in 
exchange for food or 
money, says Jones, and 
these long-established 
networks may be at risk 
as members leave the 
urban core. 

Austin has in fact lost more than 5% of its 
African-American population over the last 
decade, even as the city grew overall by 
more than 20%. This unusual combination 
of factors makes Austin a demographic out- 
lier. Among the country’s 10 fastest-grow- 
ing major cities, Austin is the only one los- 
ing black residents. Moreover, they are not 
simply leaving the urban core, but leaving 
the city altogether. These findings come 
from a study published in May by UT’s 
Institute for Urban Policy Research and 
Analysis. The report was co-written by Eric 
Tang, a featured speaker in September at 
an environmental justice summit co-spon- 
sored by GITNB. 

GITNB stands out because it approaches 
environmentalism as a set of interrelated 
issues, including structural inequalities, 
cultural shifts, and access to affordable, 
healthy food. Vegetable gardens built by 
GITNB and students from Blackshear 
Elementary School have provided students 
an opportunity to learn how to address such 
issues in small but potentially far-reaching 
ways. “We are not exactly competing with 
the fast food venues,” admits Masino, but 
the food they grow - herbs, peppers, okra, 
and onions, so far - is free to all students, 
and the project gives GITNB the chance to 
enlarge its scope. “I’m glad we’re reaching 
out to different elementary schools and to 
minorities ... and mentoring them, because 


most of them don’t have mentors,” says 
Jackson. “That’s why I want to be a lawyer,” 
she adds, “because of my mentor.” 

GITNB’ s work illustrates how seamless- 
ly environmental and justice concerns 
intersect, and its projects attempt to build 
on resources the community already has. 
In the case of gardening, of course, this 
approach assumes the soil, water, and air 
are clean. As part of the Blackland Prairie, 
Travis County’s eastern half boasts some of 
the world’s richest soils, deeper and less 
gravelly than those underlying the 
Edwards Plateau zone to the west. At the 
same time, East Austin has a history of 
heavy industrialization owing to zoning 
policies established by the city’s 1928 
Master Plan, which intentionally segregat- 
ed the city. 

The effects of that legacy remain. 
“People have questions, and we want to 
make them aware of the resources that are 
there,” says Masino. “You might want to be 
able to know, ‘Okay, can I test my soil for 
lead, for arsenic?”’ She says that urban 
gardeners can start by learning from public 
databases about the land’s exposure to 
industrial activity, and GITNB can play an 
important role in con- 
necting people with such 
resources. “It would be 
nice to have people who 
can help each other fig- 
ure out, ‘Am I in an area 
where this matters, or 
was it always pretty 
much residential?”’ 
Ultimately, Masino 
believes that the idea of 
being the green HBCU 
makes sense because it 
reflects the concerns of the community 
and the students. Moreover, she sees the 
endeavor as an engagement and retention 
tool that presents students with “real 
problems that require that you actually 
care about them in order to make a differ- 
ence.” As an assistant professor of biolo- 
gy, she says, “When I’m teaching environ- 
mental biology to students who come 
from communities that are affected by 
these issues, it becomes an environmental 
justice lesson.” 

Erazo describes visiting Central America 
when she was young and walking a mile to 
get water, which she would have to boil to 
use. These trips, says Erazo, were her 
mom’s way of making sure she understood 
how valuable it was to grow up in America. 
It seems today that she has come full circle. 
Faculty and students working on the 
Dumpster Project collect water from Lady 
Bird Lake, about a mile from HT campus, 
and lug it to the Dumpster, where they can 
practice testing it, sanitizing it, using it for 
irrigation, and (in Wilson’s case) making 
Turkish coffee. The larger lesson is not 
much different from the one Erazo learned 
as a child, and it applies easily to all of 
GITNB’s work - to appreciate what is easily 
taken for granted, be it clean water, healthy 
communities, or the creative potential of a 
small group of people with a little bit of 
whimsy and a lot of big ideas. ■

Signs of the Times 

“Selfie fever” has begun to sully the sacred 
Islamic pilgrimages to Mecca, according to 
scholars who complained to Arab News in 
September. What for centuries has been a 
hallowed journey intended to renew the spirit 
of Islam (that all Muslims are called upon to 
experience at least once) has come, for some 
in the so-called “Facebook era,” to resemble 
a trip to Disneyland, with visitors to the 
Sacred Mosque texting friends the “evidence” 
of their piety. (Another scholar complained in 
a New York Times opinion piece in October 
that Mecca is often experienced more as a 
tour packaged by marketers and centered 
around Mecca’s upscale shopping malls rath- 
er than religious structures.) 

The New Normal 

Just in time for California’s new law requiring 
explicit consent for students’ sexual activities 
is the free iPhone/Google app Good2Go, which 
developer Lee Ann Allman promises will simpli- 
fy the consent process (and even document it). 
As described in a September Slate.com report, 
Good2Go requires the initiator to send the 
prospective partner to at least four smart- 
phone screens, wait for a text message, pro- 
vide phone numbers (unless he/she is a mul- 
tiple-user with an “account”) and choose 
accurately one’s sobriety level - all before 
“the mood” evaporates (ending the app’s 
usefulness). It took the tech-sawy Slate writ- 
er four minutes to navigate the process - and 
she was still unclear which sexual activities 
had been consented to, since those specifics 
aren’t referenced. The app has since been 
pulled from the market. 

New York Giants tight end Larry Donnell 
manages his own fantasy league team by 
“drafting” NFL players for virtual competitions 
based on their real-life statistics of the previ- 
ous weekend. Donnell lamented to New 


Jersey’s The Record in October that he had 
benched virtual Larry Donnell on his fantasy 
team the week before because he thought 
his other tight end (Vernon Davis) would do 
better. In reality, real Donnell had a career- 
high game, with his three touchdowns leading 
the real Giants to a 45-14 victory. However, 
Donnell’s fantasy team lost badly because vir- 
tual Larry Donnell (and his weekend statisti- 
cal bonanza) was on his virtual bench. 

A Perfect World 

In August, the Tampa Bay Times reported a 
dispute in Dunedin, Fla., between 12-year-old 
lemonade stand operator T.J. Guerrero and 
the adult neighbor (Doug Wilkey) trying to 
close him down as an unlicensed entrepre- 
neur, despite T.J.’s business plan for assisting 
his favorite animal shelter. Of course, T.J. was 
quickly inundated with donations, media 
praise, and more lemonade sales. Wilkey, 
however, is under investigation by the city 
after a tipster revealed that Wilkey himself 
might operate a home-based financial servic- 
es business not properly licensed. 

The Campaign Trail 

“My Friends, I Am a Man of Action!”: Roger 
Weber, running for a Minnesota House seat in 
November, is now being sued by a neighbor 
over a property-line dispute near Nashwauk. 
Rather than working with an arbitrator or 
mediator, or letting the legal process run its 
course, Weber in 2013 took a chain saw and 
sliced completely in half the large, two-car 
garage that Weber says sat half on his prop- 
erty and half on the neighbor’s. 

Sensitive in Vermont 

1) Lianne and Brian Kowiak of Waterbury, 
Vt., complained to Ben & Jerry’s in September 
that its new ice cream flavor, “Hazed & 
Confused,” was “shock[ingj” and “upset[tingj” 
and should be changed immediately. Though 


most customers recognize the name only as 
a play on the 1993 cult movie Dazed and 
Confused, the Kowiaks insist that they never 
be reminded that their 19-year-old son died in 
a college hazing incident. 2) In Winooski, Vt., 
in August, the local eatery Sneakers Bistro 
earned public advertising space by beautifying 
one of the city’s flower beds, and managers 
used it for the quixotic ad, “Yield for 
Sneakers Bacon.” After one woman com- 
plained that the sign disrespected those who 
do not consume pork, Sneakers took it down. 

The Foreign Press 

An 18-year-old woman was admitted to 
Bishkek Hospital in Bishkek, Kyrgyz Republic, 
in September with severe stomach pains, 
which doctors discovered was due to her 
longstanding habit of chewing both discarded 
hair and her own. Doctors removed a hairball 
that weighed 8.8 pounds (and a Yahoo News 
report had a photo). 

The family of Kai Halvorsen of Lillestrom, 
Norway, planning a holiday in Thailand, feared 
that their bulldog, Igor, would be traumatized, 
having never been left alone. Halvorsen and a 
friend arranged with Labben Kennel to make 
a replica of the family living room to calm 
Igor’s anxiety. The two men painted the walls 
the same shade of gray, brought in the family 
couch, built a replica coffee table, and moved 
in Igor’s bed, carpet, pillows, and blankets. 
(However, according to the friend, Igor spent 
much of the holiday cavorting outside with his 
new friend, Helga, the St. Bernard.) 

Perspective 

Prosecutors in Killeen, Texas, are seeking 
the death penalty for Marvin Guy, who in May 
shot one SWAT officer to death and wounded 
three as they conducted an unannounced 
(“no-knock”) drug raid on his home at 
5:30am - leading Guy to believe hoodlums 
were breaking in and thus provoking him to 
grab his gun and start firing. (The tip given to 
police was bogus; no drugs were found.) 
However, in December, 90 miles away in 
another Texas county, mistaken SWAT-raid vic- 
tim Henry Magee also killed an officer under 
similar circumstances (except that Magee 
actually had some marijuana), but was 
cleared in the shooting by a grand jury’s 
acceptance of self-defense. Guy is black; 
Magee is white.

Harmonic Convergence of Perversions: 1) 
Palm Beach County, Fla., sheriff’s deputies 
searching the home of child-pornography sus- 
pect Douglas Wescott, 55, stumbled upon 
about 50 dead cats stored in four freezers. 
Wescott’s computers were seized, along with 
another 30 to 35 live cats. 2) In September, 
following a months-long trial in Canada’s 
Nunavut territory, defrocked Catholic priest Eric 
Dejaeger, 67, was found guilty of 31 counts of 
raping children and one of raping a sled dog.

when he breaks it off with his male lover, the 
first person John finds himself drawn to is a 
woman. He genuinely likes her and finds sex 
with her to be unexpectedly stimulating and 
satisfying. Love with her promises to be rich- 
er and more fulfilling. And yet John is so 
invested in the idea of himself as gay that he 
has difficulty imagining himself as straight or 
even bisexual. Like Connor, he’s given a new 
way of seeing himself, and even though it 
expands the idea of who John is and who he 
can be, he’s too tied to the old norm - and, 
possibly, too fearful of change - to accept it. 

Now, I don’t expect that playwrights Mike 
Bartlett and Adrienne Dawes compared notes 
when they were penning Cock and Am I 
White? respectively, or that they share some 
telepathic bond that enabled them to craft 
separate stage dramas that both addressed 
an individual’s identity crisis in this like man- 
ner. And unless you believe that the shade of 
Thespis is responsible when two companies 
mount works this complementary at the 
same time, we have only chance to thank for 
SVT and Theatre en Bloc getting these shows 
on the boards together in October. That said, 
these plays and their concurrent productions 
seem to point toward a new truth germinating 
in the culture, one that recognizes we are 
increasingly beings of many identities - some 
forged from the blending of races and cul- 
tures, others because 
they’ve been granted the 
freedom to pursue multiple 
paths in careers, in family 
life, in love, that weren’t 
available even in the recent 
past. This is the way the 
world is evolving, and we 
can’t afford to cling desper- 
ately to the idea of being 
one thing when the evidence 
tells us that we are more 
than one thing. That’s simply 
tying ourselves to the railroad track as the 
freight train of change comes barreling along. 
It won’t end for us, just as it doesn’t for 
Wesley Connor and John. We have to learn 
when to leave the circle, when to step out- 
side the square. ■

Plymouth Correctional Facility also functioned 
as a metaphor for Connor’s state of mind 
regarding his racial identity. Here was a man 
so deeply invested in the ideology of white 
supremacy that he was 
unable to reconcile it with 
the fact that his father was 
black. He had to think of 
himself as white and so was 
boxed in by a way of thinking 
that didn’t allow for changes 
in either societal evolution or 
perceptions of himself. 

In Cock, which I’ve 
reviewed this week (p.52), 
that restrictive shape on the 
floor also fulfills a figurative 
purpose, describing the arena in which peo- 
ple who are in love relationships square off 
against each other, fighting for power or dom- 
inance. When any of the show’s four actors 
are in it, they treat the circle like the ropes of 
a boxing ring, something they can’t step out- 
side as long as they’re engaged in a confron- 
tation. Now, the ring doesn’t describe the 
main character’s mental state in quite the 
way I saw the square describe Connor’s in 
Am I White?, but as Cock progressed, I came 
to see Carr’s John as existing in a strikingly 
similar place. He’s a man who, he tells us, 
has only ever been attracted to men, and yet 


The circle on the floor should have been 
my first clue. 

But really, how often can you deduce from 
a simple geometric shape that you’re about 
to have a theatrical experience that so 
intensely parallels the one you had just the 
week before? 

Then two actors stepped inside the circle 
and, through their movements, indicated they 
were confined within it, and that’s when the 
deja vu kicked in. As I’m watching Ryan 
Hamilton and Zac Carr verbally spar within 
this drawn ring on a bare stage in Theatre en 
Bloc’s production of Cock, I’m recalling J. Ben 
Wolfe being similarly restricted within a paint- 
ed square on the bare playing area for 
Salvage Vanguard Theater’s Am I White?, 
which I’d seen the previous Saturday. As I 
noted in my review of the latter production, 
the square marking out the space in the cell 
inhabited by Wolfe’s Wesley Connor at the

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Exceeding 

Themselves 

Lawrence Wright’s Thirteen Days in September tells how 
Carter, Sadat, and Begin made an impossible peace

The incessant stream of reports about rocket attacks, air strikes, invasions, and reprisals 
in the Middle East make it seem that the region is never without war and strife. But Austin 
author and journalist Lawrence Wright reminds us of a moment in the not-too-distant past 
when peace was brokered between two of its bitterest enemies, Israel and Egypt. His new 
book, Thirteen Days in September, recounts the period in 1978 when President Jimmy 
Carter invited Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin to Camp David and, against all odds, forged an agreement between their countries 
that still endures 35 years later. 

Wright first tackled the subject as a play, commissioned from him by Arena Stage in 
Washington, D.C. Camp David, which premiered in March 2014, keeps the focus tight, with 
only Begin, Sadat, Carter, and First Lady Rosalynn Carter represented onstage. (For the 
premiere, Richard Thomas played Carter, Hallie Foote played Rosalynn, Ron Rifkin was 
Begin, and Egyptian actor Khaled Nabawy was Sadat.) Though Wright calls the production 
“one of the most rewarding experiences of my life,” he also felt compelled to expand upon 
it in a book, to give full scope to not only the negotiations and the other key players in the 
three delegations but also the histories of the three heads of state and of the Middle East 
itself. Here, Wright provides more details on the book’s genesis and subject. 


Austin Chronicle : We’re used to seeing non- 
fiction books adapted into dramatic form, 
but it isn’t often that we see a drama turned 
into a book. Did starting with a play inform 
the tenor of the book at all? Did this book feel 
any different than any of your other books? 
Lawrence Wright: It was nice to have a tem- 
plate already laid down. I knew there was a 
lot of drama packed into those 13 days, so I 
felt comfortable knowing the arc of the story. 
It was already apparent to me. But there was 
so much more to say than I could fit into a 
play. There was that complexity and those 
other characters that I wanted to flesh out. 
AC: The book has this feel of the clock 
always ticking, not just during the negotia- 
tions at Camp David, but even in the sec- 
tions where you take the reader deep into the 
backgrounds of these men. It’s like there’s 
been a countdown for centuries, and if the 
peace effort at Camp David doesn’t take, it 
may be generations until another opportu- 
nity for peace comes along. Was that part of 
what kept people at the table even as they 
resisted proposals and said they wanted to 
leave? What kept them there? 

LW: Carter forced them to stay. He even 
blocked them from physically leaving the 
room sometimes. He made it clear that if 
either the Israelis or the Egyptians left, he 
would hold them responsible. When Sadat 
ordered the helicopter and packed his bags, 
Carter told them that this would cause a 
rupture of American-Egyptian relations, the 
end of their friendship, and Egypt would be 
alone and friendless in the world for genera- 
tions. Similarly, when on a couple of occa- 
sions Begin wanted to bolt, Carter said, “I 
will make sure the American people will 
know who’s responsible for the breakdown 
of the talks. I will go to Congress tomorrow.” 
He even had one of his speechwriters draw 
up a speech in which Carter was going to ask 


the Israeli people to vote down their govern- 
ment. So he made it really clear that there 
would be genuine, severe consequences if 
either of these delegations left Camp David. 
AC: There’s that wonderful quote of [Israeli 
Defense Minister Ezer] Weizman’s in which 
he says he feels like they’re in a World War 
II submarine movie - all trapped down in 
this thing with Carter at the periscope. 

LW: Yeah, they really did feel trapped, and 
of course, Begin and Sadat had both had 
lengthy prison experiences, and they really 
felt the confinement. And ironically, Carter 
felt that the isolation at Camp David would 
help them clear their minds and get away 
from the press and domestic political con- 
siderations, but cabin fever also played a 
role. They were dying to get out of there, 
and that was an additional reason that they 
finally found their way to peace. 

AC: You bring up Carter, and the popular 
image of him is as the soft-spoken, sweater- 
wearing Sunday school teacher - Mister 
Rogers as president. But you create a very 
different portrait of him, thinking like an 
engineer in tackling the problems of this 
peace deal and getting furious and blowing 


up at Begin and Sadat. Were there aspects of 
Carter’s character that you were surprised by 
as you researched this, and what about him 
were you most interested in telling the reader? 
LW: You know, it was not my goal when I 
set out to rehabilitate Jimmy Carter’s image. 
I lived in Atlanta when he was governor and 
when he ran for president, and he was a 
good governor. But I saw him as a weak and 
feckless president. But the man I encoun- 
tered in Camp David was anything but that. 
I think it was true of all three of these lead- 
ers that they exceeded themselves. They 
were very flawed men, and in the case of 
Sadat and Begin, they had a copious amount 
of blood on their hands. And they’re not the 
kind of people that you would normally 
think would get together and forge a peace, 
but they somehow did that. 

With Carter, the flaws in his personality 
at Camp David were turned into virtues. For 
instance, he had a famous tendency to 
micromanage events, even governing the 
hours that his aides could spend on the ten- 
nis court at the White House. Jim Fallows, 
his former speechwriter, said that he would 
discuss everything from abortion to zero- 
based budgeting in alphabetical order. So 
he had this engineer’s emotional tone-deaf- 
ness, and he would perseverate on details 
that others would walk by. It turns out that 


micromanaging and attention to detail and 
the kind of emotional bluntness that were 
all a part of his character were essential at 
Camp David. He mastered the material in a 
way that nobody else at Camp David was 
able to do. Hans Mark, later chancellor at 
the University of Texas but at that time 
head of the National Reconnaissance Office, 
told me that during Camp David he was 
asked to provide a large map of Sinai, so he 
sent over a large map, and they said, “No, a 
big map!” They wanted something like - in 
the book I think I had the dimensions as 17 
by 20 feet - the size of a room! So you 
couldn’t slip anything by [Carter]. He knew 
where every jeep and wadi [was]; every- 
thing in Sinai he had under his fingertips. 
AC: One comes away from the book with a 
clear sense of the monumental risks taken by 
all three heads of state in going to this place, 
and it’s difficult to imagine many heads of 
state today taking risks that big for such a 
cause. Do you have any idea what it would 
take to pursue peace in the current climate? 
LW: Conventional wisdom says that peace 
requires ideal partners, and I think that one 
of the lessons of Camp David is that’s not 
true. The people that went to Camp David 
are: Jimmy Carter, a weak and unpopular 
president; Anwar Sadat, a Nazi collaborator 
and assassin; and Menachem Begin, a ter- 
rorist leader. Now, can you imagine a less 
likely cast of characters to forge peace? But 
they did it. What they did have in common 
was an abundant amount of political cour- 
age, and that may be the lacking ingredient 
[today]. But that made a big difference at 
Camp David. They all exceeded themselves. 
The flaws in their personalities were evi- 
dent all the way through these 13 tumultu- 
ous days, but they were able to supersede 
their own limitations. ■

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PERFIDIA 

by James Ellroy 

Alfred A. Knopf, 720pp., $28.95 

Dec. 6, 1941: The Los Angeles Police 
Department has nothing better to do than test 
a primitive surveillance camera developed by 
Hideo Ashida, a young chemist on staff, the 
only Japanese on the department’s payroll. 
Across the border, Mexican radio blasts anti- 
Roosevelt propaganda courtesy of Father 
Coughlin, agitating right-leaning Angelenos with 
news of planned Japanese 
attacks on America. Near 
11pm, a noise complaint 
yields the discovery of a homi- 
cide: an entire Japanese fam- 
ily, the Watanabes, murdered 
in seemingly ritualistic fash- 
ion. The next day, Hirohito’s 
planes bomb Pearl Harbor. 

Now the Watanabe case 
takes on new 
headache dimensions. 

Thus, roughly, begins 
Perfidia, the epic first book 
in James Ellroy’s second 
L.A. Quartet. The first 
L.A. Quartet - comprising 
The Black Dahlia, The Big 
Nowhere, L.A. Confidential, and White Jazz - 
was an ambitious noir history of midcentury 
Los Angeles, told through the lens of the 
interworkings of the L.A. P.D. It made Ellroy 
America’s best crime novelist, a terse, stac- 
cato, Bukowskian demimonde poet. The fol- 
lowing Underworld U.S.A. Trilogy - American 
Tabloid, The Cold Six Thousand, and Blood’s a 
Rover - was an even more ambitious “secret 
history” of mid-to-late 20th century America, 


encompassing organized crime, politics, the 
Kennedy assassination, and foreign policy. 

As with the L.A. Quartet, real events and his- 
toric figures mix with the imagined, creating a 
more realistic, three-dimensional fiction. 

The second L.A. Quartet brings Ellroy’s nihil- 
ism and telegrammatic prose to World War II. 
Perfidia is told in real time, across the entire 
month of December 1941. Characters from 
all his previous work - be they real (future 
L.A. P.D. Chief Bill Parker, mobster Mickey 

Cohen, J. Edgar Hoover, young 
Ensign Jack Kennedy and 
father Joseph) or imagined 
(Kay Lake, Preston Exley, 

Buzz Meeks, Bucky Bleichert, 
Lee Blanchard) - appear as 
their younger selves, making 
the second L.A. Quartet the 
backstory to Ellroy’s entire 
bibliography. New characters 
join them, including real-life 
former L.A. P.D. Chiefs “Two- 
Gun” Davis and “Call-Me-Jack” 
Horrall, Bette Davis, and Jack 
Webb, hilariously portrayed 
as a marginal police groupie. 
Through this densely plotted 
universe resonates the power 
struggle between Parker and Sgt. Dudley 
Smith, the textbook definition of corruption. 
Smith, in particular, casts the same shadow 
over this book as Arthur Fenstemaker does 
over Billy Lee Brammer’s The Gay Place: central 
and inescapable, present even when he’s not. 

Perfidia represents new depth, scope, and 
craftsmanship in James Ellroy’s canon. It is his 
finest work. You’ll wonder how he can top it.

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THE ZONE OF INTEREST 

by Martin Amis 

Alfred A. Knopf, 320pp., $26.95 

No one can accuse Martin Amis of lack- 
ing ambition. Since the publication of his 
first novel, The Rachel Papers, in 1973, he’s 
written 13 more novels, as well as several 
works of nonfiction. In his 
latest novel, The Zone of 
Interest, he revisits the topic 
of the Holocaust, which 
he first explored in 1991’s 
Time’s Arrow. For Amis, the 
Holocaust represents a sin- 
gular, inexplicable evil. He 
writes in the afterword to 
the book, “Very cautiously I 
submit that part of the excep- 
tionalism of the Third Reich 
lies in its unyieldingness, the 
electric severity with which 
it repels our contact and our 
grip.” Amis’ linguistic facility 
is almost without peer among 
English-speaking writers, but 
it can be painful to witness him try to posi- 
tion himself as a serious thinker, grappling 
with what he considers the important issues 
of our time. He has the eloquence to set the 
scene, writing, for example, “I reached a cop- 
pice of decrepit birches where the smell of 
the natural decay blessedly overwhelmed the 
circumambient air. Natural decay, unadulter- 


ated, and not the work of man.” He has the 
confidence to crawl into the minds of the 
perpetrators, allowing them thoughts vary- 
ing from comically petty to inhumanly cold 
to insightful. The problem is that anyone 
who’s lived through the past 65 years and 
yet remains convinced that the Holocaust 
was aberrantly horrific has 
no business writing about it. 

In novels such as Money and 
The Information, Amis per- 
fectly captures the indignities 
of everyday life, such as when 
he describes a protagonist’s 
particularly strong affinity for 
cigarettes: “Not so much to 
fill the little gaps between cig- 
arettes with cigarettes (there 
wouldn’t be time, anyway) or 
to smoke two cigarettes at 
once. It was more that he felt 
the desire to smoke a ciga- 
rette even when he was smok- 
ing a cigarette.” One wishes 
Amis would recognize where 
his strengths lie - it’s no little achievement to 
make someone laugh with recognition - and 
leave the deep thoughts to deeper thinkers.

Merritt Tierce drew on her own time waiting tables for the 
provocative restaurant world in her novel Love Me Back

Cutting through the current cloud of romanticism surrounding food culture, Merritt 
Tierce’s fearless debut novel Love Me Back is an unsentimental meditation on the transac- 
tional nature of love, desire, and food. It’s also as juicy as a Wagyu steak. Our October 
#ACreads pick, Love Me Back, draws heavily from Tierce’s own experiences waiting tables 
in the high-end Dallas steakhouse Nick & Sam’s. As Marie, a single mother and career 
waitress, struggles to reconcile her identity as a mother with feelings of guilt and despair, 
she self-medicates with drugs, sex, and humiliation. It’s dark, funny, and utterly gripping. 

Tierce is fearless in more ways than one: She recently penned a clear-eyed op-ed about her 
abortions in The New York Times and weathered attacks from the right after revealing that she 
once donated $4,000 in tips from Rush Limbaugh to the Texas Equal Access Fund. (She went 
on to serve as executive director of the organization, but recently stepped down to write full 
time.) We spoke to Tierce about restaurants, motherhood, and masochism in Love Me Back. 


Austin Chronicle: I worked in restaurants 
for years. I didn’t know when I picked up 
your hook that I was going to dive into 
immersive restaurant memories. 

Merritt Tierce: I don’t know whether to say 
I’m sorry for that. 

AC: The trauma was strangely enjoyable. 
What is it about waiting tables that makes 
for such good stories? 

MT: I’ve thought a lot about that. I feel like 
it has a lot to do with appetites. It’s a stage, 
a setting for people to interact in a scripted 
way. But you can’t really predict what’s 
going to happen. There’s something about 
it that’s so animal - people eating food, and 
other people bringing people food to eat. 
There’s a lot of ritual involved, and any time 
you have rituals and strangers interacting, 
if you don’t end up with a story, it’s rare. 
AC: The industry attracts such characters. 
Aside from the customers, who all kind of 
blend together, it’s the characters behind the 
scenes who are incredibly vivid and intense. 
MT: I think you have to be a little fringe-y, 
to be willing to put yourself in the position 
of subservience that waiting tables requires. 
For a lot of people, that’s just not a role they 
can fill. But people who wait tables have 
decided that they can simultaneously sup- 
press their own identity enough to play that 
role, but also hold on to it enough to make 
it worthwhile. I think that is one reason that 
you end up with a lot of characters. But I 
also think it has something to do with the 
fact that it’s a flexible job, one you can get 
in a lot of different places, and you don’t 
need any skills beyond what you’ve gained 
in your experience in restaurants. So it’s a 
good source of money for writers and artists 
and painters, anyone who has any other 
passion or focus in life and a hard time find- 
ing a mainstream way to support that habit. 
AC: What drew you to restaurants? 

MT: Desperation. I just needed a job. I had 
a bachelor’s degree, but a bachelor’s degree, 
even 15 years ago, was not worth a whole 
lot. And it was in English. I was 19, and I 
had two babies. Well, my first restaurant 
job, I didn’t - but the reason I kept working 
in restaurants was that was the job I could 
get. Of the jobs I could get, it paid the best. 


I could have a flexible schedule and make 
some money. Then I kept doing it because 
it just takes so much time and effort to get 
yourself a foothold if you don’t have one. I 
don’t think I could have continued working 
at a place like Chili’s or Olive Garden for 10 
or 12 years, but I kept moving to restau- 
rants with higher price points, and different 
things came with that. The more expensive 
the restaurant, the more money I made, of 
course, but also I ended up with stronger 
friendships and a deeper connection to the 
place. That doesn’t have to do with the 
expense of the food, but in the high-dollar 
restaurant, a lot of times they’re important 
to someone. The people who started the 
restaurant, it’s their livelihood and profes- 
sion. It’s a little less of an airport in life. 

AC: Your main character has kind of a love- 
hate relationship with restaurant work. She 
describes an environment that’s very misog- 
ynistic and sometimes hostile and exploit- 
ative. But she needs it for some reason. I’m 
really interested in that aspect of the book. 
MT: It definitely has a lot in common with 
my experience. It is absolutely exploitative, 
and the culture in the book is really misogy- 
nistic. But the character Marie has some 
kind of masochistic tendencies to begin 
with. Some part of her just wants to prove to 
herself that she can survive and even thrive 
in that hostile environment. A lot of the 
hostility is specifically focused on women, 
and I think that brings out a real stubborn- 
ness in her. She wants to see it and acknowl- 
edge that it’s happening, and also not let it 
keep her from getting what she needs to get

out of it, which is money. She also needs to 
feel like she’s good at something, as most 
people do. There’s one point where her 
daughter is saying she wants to work in a 
restaurant when she grows up, and obvi- 
ously it’s not what Marie wants for herself 
or her daughter. But she does value it for 
the time being. It gives her an income and a 
place to go every day and be confident. 

AC: It seems like the book both is and is not 
about motherhood. It’s at the center of her 
story, her young pregnancy and her relation- 
ship with her daughter. But we spend so 
much more time in the restaurant than with 
her daughter, like she does. What was the 
importance of her relationship with her 
daughter? Was that the central thing for her? 
MT: For her character, the central thing is 
herself, and her sense of self - her deep, 
ongoing struggle to find something to live 
for and figure out who she is. Her daughter 
is, of course, a very large piece of that and 
affects all of the 
choices that she 
makes, even if 
they’re selfish 
choices. You’re 
right that the 
book spends 
more time in the 
restaurant than 
with her daugh- 
ter, but she’s 
always thinking 
about what it 
means that she 
has this beauti- 
ful, dependent 
human that she 
doesn’t instinc- 
tively know how 
to relate to, or how to be with, or how to 
raise. And what it means that she’s also 
choosing to go into the restaurant every 
night instead of some other thing, instead of 
being a secretary and coming home every 
night, instead of living with her parents. 
She’s very aware that she has set her life up 
in a way that dramatically excludes her 
daughter from a lot of it. That also gives her 
the space she needs to figure out how to 
relate to her daughter in a way that she feels 
is authentic, and is not just someone else’s 
idea of what motherhood looks like. ■

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LOVE ME BACK 

by Merritt Tierce 
Doubleday, 224pp., $23.95 

A gifted storyteller prevents the wholeness 
of a human from shrinking behind the shad- 
ows of one detail, one event, one fulcrum. In 
her debut novel, Dallas author Merritt Tierce 
writes a story that somehow retains an 
orchestral sound - no one note ringing too 
loud or too long - in the chaos of a young 
woman’s teetering life. 

Marie, the narrator, enters the restaurant 
world and becomes a mother and wife at 17. 
“I don’t hear my whole life being written for 
me inside my body, cell by cell.” Her nights 
are split between a struggle toward impecca- 
ble professionalism to pay rent, nursing an 
infant, and sorting inner demons. Many char- 
acters, mostly male, play roles, but none are 
vilified. This is not their story. Tierce employs 
thematic elements of the blurred lines, the 
perils and perks, of service industry life: 

drugs, booze, 
sex, connec- 
tions, adrena- 
line. People. 
Societal issues 
of inequity 
dance briefly 
with tertiary 
characters. But 
it’s the parallels 
that so deeply 
resonate: moth- 
erhood and 
hospitality, spe- 
cifically. It’s the 
intense beauty 
of love’s many 
shapes and the 
soul-drowning 

monotony of taking orders. To her sleeping 
daughter, who lives with the father, Marie 
whispers, “You are so warm but I can’t stop 
shivering. I feel a soaring bliss - I adore you 
- I feel a plummeting ugly resentment - I am 
a pile of shit falling endlessly down a dark 
shaft ... You are here with your mother who 
is crying, so you cry too.” 

This work of literary fiction is formatted 
with parts, chapters, and section breaks that 
seem fragmented until the fragmentation 
itself becomes part of the story. Tierce 
chooses every word and punctuation with a 
sniper’s precision; she never avoids the nec- 
essary brutality, eroticism, or excruciating 
pain, but allows tender moments and humor, 
too. Perhaps most boldly, Tierce allows a 
young adult to question her own maternal 
instinct - a revolutionary concept in a world 
spinning in stentorian opinions about how a 
woman should be. 

Love Me Back is not for the faint of heart. 
But easy, complacent, and saccharine do not 
make great literature or art. Tierce reminds 
us that charmed lives can have dark under- 
currents, and shredded selves - like Marie - 
can learn to be their own lights. Whether the 
reader relates to Marie, though, has no bear- 
ing on the power of these words. Here is one 
woman’s anthem about the universal struggle 
to figure out how the hell you’re supposed to 
survive yourself. - Jessi Cape

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I introduced last week’s “Killer Outfits” 
column with a rhetorical potshot at New 
Yorker book critic James Wood that did 
not go unnoticed. Those 120 words have 
now generated thousands of words of pri- 
vate correspondence between Wood and me 
- not counting his remarks in the com- 
ments section. The long and the short of it 
is: New Yorker book critic James Wood 
thinks New Yorker book critic James Wood 
was misread, misunderstood, and misrepre- 
sented by Amy Gentry. 

It was movie night in the Gentry/Luciani 
household when I got Wood’s first email, so I 
put off responding until morn- 
ing. By midnight, there were 
three more emails in my 
inbox, with links to pieces by 
both Wood and his wife, nov- 
elist Claire Messud - articles 
that presumably prove his 
“Sins of the Father” piece 
could not possibly have had 
any of the blind spots built 
into the centuries of founda- 
tional humanistic endeavor 
that took men’s experience 
more seriously than women’s. 

I began to feel I had made a straw man of 
James Wood - as he does to George Steiner 
in the first paragraph of his piece - and that 
I owed him, and my readers, a thorough wom- 
ansplanation. 

You can find my full-length critique of the 
Wood article in question on my personal 
blog, TheOeditrix.com. I’m proud to say it 
was recently called “a considered and very 
acute discussion of [Wood’s] piece” by influ- 
ential New Yorker book critic James Wood. My 
first blurb! 

Assuming, however, that most readers care 
nothing for the intellectual fisticuffs of a cou- 


ple of literary titans like James and myself, 
I’m taking today’s column to address a minor 
point. In his comments, Wood impugned my 
reading comprehension, suggesting I am not 
capable of reading and comprehending some- 
thing called “free indirect discourse.” To 
defend myself from this accusation, I might 
have sent Wood links to my other work - per- 
haps even my first column, in which I hint 
darkly at having written a dissertation on 
Henry James. Instead, I want us all to take a 
refresher course together in free indirect 
style, which, after all, is the narrative mode 
that distinguishes us from the apes. 

Free indirect discourse is a 
way of attributing thoughts 
and speech to a character 
without using quotation marks 
or other typographical cues. 
One can always write 
thoughts directly, like this: 

She stared at her inbox in 
disbelief. “James Wood of the 
New Yorker has a Google 
alert?” she thought. 

Or indirectly, like this: 

She stared at her inbox in 
disbelief and thought to her- 
self that James Wood of the New Yorker must 
have a Google alert. 

Alternatively, one could merge the third-per- 
son narration with the character’s internal 
thoughts, like this: 

She stared at her inbox in disbelief. James 
Wood of the New Yorker had a Google alert? 

That last example is free indirect dis- 
course, and it often reads more smoothly 
and vividly than either direct or indirect 
speech. I’m a big fan of it, and if you enjoy 
19th century novels, you probably are too. 

One of the chief advantages of the free 
indirect style, an advantage Wood himself 


celebrates in his book How Fiction Works, is 
plausible deniability. In toggling back and 
forth between what the narrator (or author, 
if it’s nonfiction) thinks and paraphrasing 
what the characters (or subjects, if it’s non- 
fiction) think, there is room for a dazzling 
array of potential relationships between the 
narrator and the character whose views are 
being represented. Skilled writers are able 
to register their own disapproval or endorse- 
ment of a character’s thoughts simply by 
minor alterations in the tone with which they 
paraphrase them, smuggling their own opin- 
ions in without signaling them as such. This 
is an invaluable tool, not only for novel writ- 
ers, of course, but also for columnists and 
book critics. 

And now, let’s test our knowledge! 

Chronicle readers, stop making all the dou- 
blet's in the headlines into googly eyes and 
put that pen to work underlining every exam- 
ple of free indirect discourse in the following 
prose passage: 

“Babe, a thing is happening,” she said. 
“James Wood is sending me emails and leav- 
ing comments on my piece.” [ Hint for begin- 
ners: If there are quotation marks , it's not 
free indirect /] 

He paused, the Dawn of the Dead DVD 
hooked on his middle finger hovering an inch 
over the tray. “How does that make you 
feel?” he asked. 

How could she explain? She’d been out of 
grad school for years. And now here was a 
powerful man in her field sending her reading 
assignments on a Friday night. She’d thought 
she was immune to such dynamics - [ careful , 
this sentence is tricky!] - but now she began 
to doubt herself. Had her flippant remarks 
jeopardized her journalistic career? Or, far 
worse, destroyed her chance of getting her 
novel published by pissing off the nation’s 
preeminent critic of fiction? 

[Yes, you're getting the hang of it now!] 

“Can we watch something less stressful 
than a zombie movie?” she said. “I’m a little 
freaked out.” 

More than a little, truth be told. Galaxy 
Quest flashed by on the Netflix screen, a light 
but surprisingly satisfying Nineties comedy 
with hilarious performances by Enrico 
Colantoni and Alan Rickman. What was 
Rickman’s catchphrase again? But she was 
getting distracted. Distracted by how easy it 
was to portray the inner workings of the 
human mind without ever using a single 
quotation mark! 

That fictional weekend, she learned a lot 
- about herself, James Wood, and George 
Romero’s seminal zombie trilogy, which she 
watched the next night. She learned that in 
the Internet age, where a tree falling always 
makes a sound, the flimsiest slingshot has 
a chance of being heard ’round the world. 
Even as she became convinced that James 
Wood had, in fact, misrepresented his own 
opinions by failing adequately to anticipate 
the reader’s interpretation of his own free 
indirect discourse, she wondered something: 
Had he, in fact, seen Andrzej Zulawski’s 
Possession ? With neither a direct answer, 
nor access to his internal thoughts through 
a selectively intrusive narrator, she might 
never know. ■

Bloodsport 

Theatre en Bloc’s Cock

Love is a fight. Enter a relationship, and 
you’re entering a ring where you’ll be in com- 
bat with that person to whom you’ve opened 
your heart. Blows will be traded, blood will 
be spilled, and someone will go down for 
the count - perhaps not in the physical 
sense, but you may feel as if you’ve 
been on the receiving end of bat- 
tering hands or, if you prefer the 
imagery suggested by the title of this 
tough-minded romance, scratching 
claws and pecking beak. In 
any case, you’ll be locked in 
a battle for control of your 
life and your shared lives. 

That’s the brutal, perverse 
message of Mike Bartlett’s 
play, in which John thrashes 
it out with his male lover, M, 
and leaves him, then falls into a new relation- 
ship - the last kind he’d ever imagined him- 
self falling into - with a woman. John loves 
W but is so unnerved by this heterosexual 
attraction - he’s only ever fancied men, he 
says - that he returns to M for help in sorting 
out his feelings. That pits John against M, 


John against W, and M and W against each 
other - a three-way bout boasting the exhila- 
rating energy and hard-to-watch aggression of 
a contact sport. 

The thing is, there’s next to no contact in it 
not bodily, at least. Bartlett employs a 
sly theatricality in which we never see 
much of anything: no table setting 
when dinner is served, no clothes 
shed when sex takes place (and 
my oh my, does sex take place), no 
punches thrown or landing 
when the lovers go toe-to- 
toe. In Theatre en Bloc’s 
staging, what we see is a 
chalk circle on a bare stage 
into which the actors step 
and confront each other in 
scenes demarked by the 
sound of a bell. What we see is their rela- 
tionship to one another in space, how they 
position themselves close to and away from 
the person they’re with and how that affects 
the scoring of points in this contest. Under 
the direction of Derek Kolluri (which shows 
the rigor of a choreographer - or better yet,

a boxing trainer), the 
actors’ moves often 
mimic those of prize- 
fighters, maneuvering 
around each other, 
looking for an open- 
ing in their opponent’s 
position, a place of 
vulnerability where one 
can land a quick punch 
and leave the other 
weakened, stagger- 
ing, unable to strike back. But the fact that 
we see no blows to the body doesn’t mean 
we see no painful impact. The verbal jabs 
unleashed here (most devastatingly by Ryan 
Hamilton’s acerbic, astringent M) land with 
shattering force, and every actor lets us see 
the effect: a look of having the wind knocked 
out of them, of having their flesh sliced open, 
of being wounded in a way they know will 
never heal. 

The play’s fights turn on the future and 
kinds of comfort and sense of self that 
come with the love on offer. The support and 
enthusiasm that John gets from W (a bright, 


winsome Jenny Lavery) makes him feel like 
a better man, but he can’t see himself as 
straight, even with a woman he loves. John is 
constantly diminished by M, but that relation- 
ship makes him feels closer to who he is. 
Ambivalence isn’t a quality that’s appealing or 
easy to convey, but Zac Carr communicates 
John’s indecision with a confusion and sincer- 
ity that makes his indecision understandable, 
if not admirable. He’s beaten down by the 
battles, punch-drunk to the point that he 
doesn’t know the best path forward. Cock 
shows us not only that love is a fight but that 
in it, sometimes the only way to survive is to 
take a dive.

Present Company Theatre continues its 
welcome tradition of Shakespeare on the 
Farm with this staging of The Tempest, 
directed by Lindsay Doleshal. Sitting among 
Rain Lily Farm’s chicken coops, olive trees, 
and vegetable gardens, it’s easy to forget 
that this pastoral enterprise is nestled in the 
heart of East Austin. And yet this very sense 
of a world apart is what lends itself perfectly 
to the production of this play. Setting foot on 
the farm, one is instantly transported to a far- 
away land of shipwrecks and sprites - a land 
where magic is certainly possible. 

Renowned set designer la Enstera has built 
the magic from the ground up here. Her breath- 
taking set extends from grass to treetop, using 
an abstract arrangement of crates to create 
whatever the play requires, from a crow’s nest 
during the first scene’s tumultuous shipwreck 
to a tower for the godlike Prospero (Omid 
Ghorashi) to reign over his island domain. 
Christina Barboza’s lighting design serves as 
the perfect complement to the set, changing 
fluidly from ocean blues to earthy tones as the 
audience follows the action from sea to land. 

The natural beauty of the play, however, 
is tinged with malice and vengeance, as 
Prospero, the rightful Duke of Milan-turned- 
sorcerer, seeks to punish his usurping broth- 
er, Antonio (Jeff Britt), by orchestrating the 
eponymous storm that lands him and other 
members of the courts of Naples and Milan 
upon the island. In his dealings with those 
who conspired for his overthrow, Ghorashi’s 
Prospero is a force to be reckoned with - a 
stark contrast to his loving behavior with his 


daughter, Miranda (Cassadie Petersen), who 
has lived with him on this remote spot since 
she was 3 years old. 

Miranda knows no life apart from the island 
and for the past 12 years has interacted 
only with her father and his wrathful servant, 
Caliban (Sergio Alvarado), who is native 
there. Interestingly, Caliban delivers a sub- 
stantial portion of his lines here in Spanish, 
which is cleverly used as a stand-in of sorts 
for an indigenous language. Miranda also 
speaks some Spanish but only in dealing with 
Caliban, reminding us that being raised on 
the island has left her stranded somewhere 
between undomesticated rustic and Milanese 
royal. Petersen’s portrayal reiterates this idea 
to a T, from her deliberately unrefined move- 
ments to her awkward yet endearing first 
encounter with her future husband, the Prince 
of Naples, Ferdinand (Emily Rankin). 

The production uses cross-gender cast- 
ing to great advantage; both Rankin as 
Ferdinand and Jennifer Coy as Queen Alonsa 
(changed from King Alonso) give heartwarm- 
ing performances. Gliding deftly between 
island inhabitants and the shipwrecked 
court and crew is Hannah Burkhauser’s 
Ariel, Prospero’s supernatural servant strug- 
gling to earn her freedom. Burkhauser’s 
energy, movement, and creative use of the 
set are, fittingly, a breath of fresh air. Liza 
Feldkamp’s beautiful costumes make the 
entire experience an aesthetic treat. Present 
Company Theatre has successfully created 
an island on the farm, but you don’t have to 
leave Austin to get there. - Elissa Russell

At first glance, it appeared to 
be your typical concert setup: 
grand piano at center, lid at 
half-stick. But what spanned 
the void between lid and shell 
was anything but standard: a 
full-bodied, frightfully forebod- 
ing spider web. “Is this concert 
going to hell?” one might have wondered. “Or 
to High Estate?” Ensemble Cameranze may 
have queried, a twinkle in its eye. 

The title of this concert, which focused on 
the dark side of Romantic music, was excerpt- 
ed from Edgar Allan Poe’s “Lenore,” which 
opened the evening in a dramatic interpreta- 
tion courtesy of actor Joe Hartman. Hartman’s 
clearly enunciated, straightforward readings 
wove together the program’s musical offerings, 
mirroring the web woven throughout the piano. 
Other writings by Schiller, Cazalis, Lermontov, 
Shakespeare, and Du Bois provided an interest- 
ing and varied connective tissue that prevented 
musical works from bleeding into one another. 

Liszt’s Vaises Oubliees Nos. 1 and 3 provid- 
ed the first musical moments, interpreted with 
economic angularity by pianist Nikki Birdsong. 
A haunting duo of waltzes appropriate for 
the evening, these were apt choices for an 
opener, if perhaps interpreted less in the 
spirit of Romanticism than one might expect. 
Nevertheless, Birdsong was consistent in her 
overarching choices. She would return to the 
piano later in the concert with colleague Joyce 
Wu for a four-hand rendition of Saint-Saens’ 
famous Danse Macabre, played admirably but 
with a certain politeness that didn’t evoke the 
dramatic, driving tempo that one associates 
with the soul of the piece. 


The highlight of the program 
for me was Mussorgsky’s Night 
on Bald Mountain, performed at 
the organ by guest artist Jean 
Farris Fuller. Fuller’s negotiation 
of complex registrations and 
timbres created a dynamism of 
stark contrasts, a hallmark of 
Romantic-era composition. The organ pedals 
boomed and bellowed in all the right places, 
creating an ominous effect reminiscent of the 
old theatre organs of days gone by. Though a 
few finger slips were evident here and there, 
this was the piece that most exemplified the 
Romantic spirit of the composers represented. 

The cornerstone of the program was the 
Faure Requiem, performed by Ensemble 
members Leah Knight (soprano and artistic 
director/co-founder), Patricia Combs (mezzo- 
soprano and co-founder), Robbie LaBanca 
(tenor), and Eric Johnson (baritone). It was 
interesting and novel to hear the entire work 
performed in chamber style, with only one 
voice per part and Fuller at the organ. The 
sound was thinner than the usual Requiem, 
of course, but provided a fresh take on an 
iconic work. 

Ensemble Cameranze is a new group of 
young musicians who are talented, passion- 
ate, and intellectually rigorous (be sure to 
read the program notes and listen to the 
impressive lectures about the repertoire per- 
formed at their next concert). Though From 
Hell to High Estate felt less Romantic in thrust 
than I had anticipated, I have no doubt the 
group will take greater interpretive risks as 
its members grow together, as all ensembles 
with such high promise do. - Adam Roberts

Texas Botanical Gardens re-creates a slice of the Texas Hill 
Country in downtown Goldthwaite. The converted block on the 
highway provides locals and visitors a peek into the region’s 
native landscape in a restful environment. 

The park is accessed by a shaded pathway that meanders 
through the park to a small amphitheater shielded from the road 
noise by a man-made hill of red stones and native plants. On a 
rise above the stream, an early Native American hut towers over 
an earthen cooking pit. “We’re trying to show the Native American 
connection to our area,” says Tab Ledbetter, a supervisor with 
Looking Out Design, the contractor who built the park that opened 
on Oct. 11 with former First Lady Laura Bush in attendance. 

Goldthwaite, the county seat of Mills County, is a town of a lit- 
tle less than 2,000 that has seen busier days. The community 
holds on with a homegrown mixture of industry and agriculture. 

What is most amazing is the active volunteers who have spent 
nearly a decade planning and building Legacy Plaza, a multi-facet 
education facility. The gardens are one part that also includes a 
museum annex housed in a Sears Craftsman Kit House. A visi- 
tor and interpretive center next to the gardens is set to open 
soon. Still to come is a Native American Interpretive Center.

The Texas Longhorns lost to TCU, 3-1 on Friday, then beat Arkansas-Little Rock 2-0 
on Monday. They’re at Oklahoma and Baylor this weekend, before finishing the regular 
season hosting Oklahoma State on Halloween night... St. Edward’s men and women 
are both on the road this weekend, as well; they’ll both end their regular seasons at 
home Nov. 1 & 3. 

The U.S. Women swept through their first-round group in Women’s World Cup 
qualifying; they’re on to the continental semifinal against Mexico on Friday in 
Philadelphia (Fox Sports 1 at 6:30pm), with the winner getting an automatic spot in 
next summer’s WWC in Canada.

This weekend Longhorns travel to the tiny 
town of Manhattan, Kan., to play the Wildcats 
from Kansas State. Back in Austin, a legion 
of Texas fans will wrestle with the existential 
meaning of what it’s like to play underdog to 
a coach who looks as confusingly ageless as 
that school’s Bill Snyder. 

Snyder, who, save for a four-year hiatus, 
has coached K-State football since the first 
George Bush administration, is the closest 
thing college football has to the great base- 
ball coach Jim Leyland - a man who looks 
like he turned 75 when he was actually closer 
to 50 and then stopped aging entirely. 

He coaches at a school wherein the best 
thing about it is that it accepts 99% of its 
applicants. In fact, the school has such lax 
admissions standards that they were (we pre- 
sume) literally the safety school for the young- 
est Gronkowski brother. If you’re curious about 
the 1% of applicants who aren’t accepted, 
here are some presumed fun facts: 

• 75% of them are named “Travis.” 

• They forgot to write their names, answer 
any of the questions, and submit the 
admissions packet. 

• They accidentally and consistently 
spell Kansas as “Arkansas” throughout 
their application. 


• They write their personal essay on how to 
manufacture methamphetamines without 
using any E85 ethanol. 

That said, K-State’s Wildcats have man- 
aged to put together an outstanding football 
program. They’re the surprise leader of the 
Big 12 this year at 3-0 in conference, and 
possess a suffocating defense to go with an 
offense that outscored Oklahoma 31-30 last 
week. The Wildcats also have a lucky horse- 
shoe shoved up their butts from last week’s 
narrow victory, which included not one, but 
two kicks missed from less than 21 yards. 
KSU’s quarterback, Jake Waters, is the 
same kind of dual-threat player that gave the 
Longhorns fits against Brigham Young earlier 
in the season. 

The Longhorns, believe it or not, are not yet 
out of the race for the Big 12 title. Kansas 
State is the only remaining undefeated team 
in the conference, and Texas still has games 
remaining against three out of the other four 
teams ahead of them. It’s definitely a long 
shot, but still mathematically possible. 

Realistically, Charlie Strong and company 
are looking at something between a 4-8 and 
6-6 finish. And while they might not be the 
favorites in any of their remaining games, the 
nice thing about having such low expectations 
is that every win means a little bit more. 

Like, potentially, Kansas State this Saturday.

How Sweet It Is 

SUGAR MAMA’S EAST MOVES BEYOND THE CUPCAKE 


Baking entrepreneur Olivia O’Neal made 
a name for herself locally by creating a truly 
inspired line of cupcake flavors to sell in the 
South Austin bakeshop she opened in 2005. 

In the spring of 2013, judges on the Food 
Network’s Cupcake Wars were wowed by such 
delights as Harlow’s Honey Baklava - a honey 
buttermilk cake with a nutty baklava filling 
topped with cinnamon cream cheese frosting 
- and the Alpocalypse - moist Valrhona choco- 
late cake filled with spicy chipotle chocolate 
truffle ganache under a swirl of rich chocolate 
buttercream. The $10,000 prize from the win 
jump-started expansion plans that were already 
in the works, and a couple of 
months back, O’Neal proudly 
introduced Sugar Mama’s 
Bakeshop East. The clever 
pastry shop and dessert lounge 
is located next door to the new 
Dai Due Butcher Shop & 

Supper Club on Manor Road’s 
ever-expanding restaurant row. 

The new shop has been 
an immediate hit in the East 
Austin neighborhood, offering everything from 
breakfast pastries and coffee drinks to house 
signature cupcakes and elegant plated des- 
serts paired with wine or craft beer. We’ve 
noticed diners stopping in to check out Sugar 
Mama’s desserts before dining at Dai Due, 
and now we know why. The company boasts 
the services of two accomplished pastry 
chefs: Kendall Melton, who oversees des- 


sert production and is responsible for devel- 
oping breakfast pastries such as sweet and 
savory scones and Pop-Tarts-style treats, in 
addition to dreaming up eclectic ice cream 
flavors and plated desserts; and Karina 
Akhavan, who produces some of the macar- 
ons, pies, cakes, and cheesecakes that can 
become the daily plated desserts. 

So far, their efforts are pretty impressive, 
with only a couple of minor missteps. On a 
recent Sunday morning, we started the day 
with a cranberry-nut sweet roll ($3) and the 
most requested recent cupcake flavor - the 
French Toast ($3) - made with maple cake 

topped with maple cinnamon 
cream cheese frosting and 
crispy bacon sprinkles - a per- 
fectly executed brunch treat if 
ever there was one. Our luck 
with pie has not been quite 
as good. The snowy drifts of 
meringue on a slice of lemon 
pie ($5) were unfortunately 
gritty with undissolved sugar, 
and while the velvety filling of 
the cherry crumb pie ($5) struck just the right 
balance between sweet and tart underneath its 
buttery mantle, the pie crust was so thick and 
tough it wouldn’t cut with a fork - not exactly a 
feature that leads to bragging rights. 

On the other hand, bar cookies and maca- 
rons were truly remarkable and now rank 
among our favorite sweet treats around town. 
We loved the creamy tartness of the Key Lime

Pie bar ($3) atop a crunchy graham cracker 
base, and the chocolate roasted-peanut 
candy bar ($3), with its luxurious layers of 
nougat, honey-roasted peanuts, and salted 
caramel under a thin coating of Valrhona dark 
chocolate, is a decadent, upscale version of 
a popular candy bar. The most impressive 
dessert we sampled on any visit, however, is 
this month’s seasonal macaron offering: the 
chocolate candy-bar macaron ($6), featuring 
crisp, delicate disks of chocolate meringue 
sandwiched together with marshmallow fluff, 
dark chocolate ganache, salted caramel, and 
Heath toffee bits. It’s a wonder, festooned 
with edible gold leaf, an adult indulgence 
assembled from homemade versions of retro 
candy-bar ingredients that cries out for pair- 
ing with coffee or sparkling wine. O’Neal says 
“ladies love cupcakes with Cava,” but I’m bet- 
ting ladies (and gents) will love this macaron 
with just about anything. I want to go back 
and have it with a scoop of ice cream and a 
cappuccino ($2.25).

Kristine Kittrelfs culinary juggling act

Chef Kristine Kittrell is on a roll. At 42, 
she’s juggling two executive chef jobs, mar- 
riage, and motherhood, and she appears to 
be having the time of her life. The well- 
traveled Canadian chef has staged in res- 
taurants in Canada, the U.S., and Europe. 
She spent four years in the Jeffrey’s kitch- 
en, training under mentors David Garrido 
and Alma Alcocer-Thomas before moving 
on to Carlos Rivero’s restaurant group. 
Working with Rivero, Kittrell helped open 
the original El Chile Cafe y Cantina and 
went on to create an Italian eatery called 


Stortini on Manor Road, an homage to her 
maiden name and ethnic heritage. She 
took off a couple of years to travel (always 
staging) and to have a baby, daughter 
Greta, now 4. 

Since the fall of 2012, she has been the 
executive chef at Mulberry, Michael 
Polombo’s chic little wine bar on the ground 
floor of Downtown’s 360 condo tower. 
Polombo hired her with only one caveat - 
that a few of Mulberry’s signature dishes 
such as the Devils on Horseback and the 
FoieBerry Burger couldn’t be changed - 


otherwise he entrusted menu development 
to her. “The Mulberry kitchen is a great 
place to work, small and compact, but very 
efficient. Really only room for two people, 
but there are windows you can see out of, 
that actually open. It’s a chefs dream kitch- 
en,” says Kittrell. Her food impressed 
Mulberry regulars and she began attracting 
new guests to the eatery with seasonal 
events such as a fall lamb roast, a crawfish 
boil in the spring, and a Bastille Day cele- 
bration in July. 

This summer, Kittrell turned over the 
day-to-day operation of Mulberry’s dream 
kitchen to chef de cuisine Ruston 
Richardson, most recently of the Paggi 
House. The two chefs consult on menu 
changes, and in September they launched 
a monthly Mulberry Supper Club where 
about a dozen diners can enjoy a three- 
course meal complete with wine pairings 
for an all-inclusive $55. Richardson has 
put together his own team at Mulberry, 
and Kittrell couldn’t be happier with his 
work. “I always say I can teach someone 
to cook, but I can’t teach them to hustle. 
Ruston is very calm under pressure, he’s 
a real clutch guy who understands the 
importance of getting the work done. 
And he’s a great collaborator, the perfect 
chef de cuisine for this 
job,” she reports. Kittrell 
continues to oversee 
Richardson’s work and the 
two of them will present the 
monthly supper club meals 
and seasonal feasts togeth- 
er, but having him on board 
at Mulberry has made it 
possible for Kittrell to focus 
on her second executive 
chef position. 

A chef having executive positions at two 
eateries that aren’t part of the same res- 
taurant group is something of an anomaly, 
but Kittrell chalks it up to a paradigm shift 
in Austin that encourages more collabora- 
tion and collegiality among members of 
the culinary community; events such as 
Indie Chefs Week at Foreign & Domestic, 
the guest chef series at the Josephine 
House, and restaurants hosting pop-up 
supper clubs such as L’Oca D’Oro are 
other prime examples of this local phe- 
nomenon. In the spring of 2014, she 
accepted the executive chef position at 
Weather Up, the Austin sibling of two very 
successful bars in New York City. New 
Yorker Kathryn Weatherup hired Kittrell 
to create a culinary identity for the popu- 
lar craft cocktail bar and gave her com- 
plete autonomy over menu development. 

Kittrell describes the bar’s tiny cooking 
space under the stairs as her “Harry Potter 
kitchen,” but despite its challenges, she 
turns out a series of shareable small plates 
that pair well with cocktails in the evenings. 
Weather Up also offers a monthly Supper 
Club where as many as 16 guests can gather 
on the upstairs patio to experience a multi- 
course meal paired with cocktails for $75. 
Kittrell is now building a brunch following 
on Sundays and expects to add Saturday 
brunches soon, as well. 


Some friends and I dropped by for brunch 
last weekend and found the food fresh, fla- 
vorful, and attractively presented. The 
menu is small and doesn’t offer lots of egg 
dishes, but the biscuit topped with ham, 
eggs, and a luxurious hollandaise ($10) will 
satisfy any Benedict craving. Crispy potato 
roesti ($12) are dressed with smoked trout, 
eggs, hollandaise, and bright pearls of salm- 
on caviar, while the sweet potato waffles 
($12) are paired with a rich duck confit and 
brandy-soaked cherry maple syrup. The 
kitchen was very willing to create alterna- 
tives for the vegetarian in our party, serving 
the wonderful waffle with tomatoes and a 
side of baby greens, which harmonized with 
the syrup’s sweetness. We enjoyed fresh- 
squeezed juices ($4) with our meal, but the 
bar offers Bloody Marys, a house-recipe 
michelada, and several inviting Champagne 
cocktails at brunch time, as well. The prices 
were more than reasonable, considering the 
excellent quality of the food. I’m betting 
brunch will be a hit here. 

These are just the things Kittrell has cre- 
ated at Weather Up in a few short months. 
She’s got even bigger plans for the future, 
when she really steps outside her comfort 
zone to become general manager over the 
entire operation. “Our GM, Marissa Janes, is 
moving to Canada and I will 
transition into her job when 
she leaves,” Kittrell explains. 
As Weather Up’s general 
manager, she will also over- 
see the bar operation, so she’s 
been experimenting with 
cocktail components. “There 
is an art to pairing food and 
cocktails, and this keeps me 
thinking about flavor combi- 
nations all the time,” she 
says. Kittrell and her employer have collab- 
orated on a line of bar syrups that are cur- 
rently having their shelf stability evaluated 
at a Cornell University lab before they begin 
a product marketing campaign. 

“I’ve had my eye on this property since 
the days when it was a sandwich shop called 
Azul. I think it’s the most underutilized 
piece of real estate along Cesar Chavez,” 
Kittrell asserts. “I’d like to change that. No 
one can represent my vision for this place 
better than myself.” Hence the manage- 
ment and executive chef jobs. Kittrell and 
Weatherup have big plans for the business 
- as both a craft cocktail bar featuring good 
food and as an event venue, but it’s going to 
be necessary to correct some problems and 
address some infrastructure issues first. 
“We’ve got to get our ticket times down so 
that guests can enjoy more cocktails, so I’m 
considering a satellite bar outside. We also 
need to get more use out of the patio, but 
there are some drainage problems we have 
to address first,” she explains. Kristine 
Kittrell would like to see the attractive 
fenced property surrounding Weather Up 
maximize its potential. She envisions 
catered events and parties on the lawn, 
guests enjoying food and cocktails in a con- 
vivial atmosphere. Considering what she’s 
already accomplished, she sounds like just 
the woman for the job. ■

GARBO’S BRINGS THE YEEHAW TO NEW ENGLAND 


There are few concepts more vexing in gas- 
tronomy than that of authenticity. Influenced 
by travels or heritage, we settle on a set of 
rules for cuisine - as if, once established, 
regional cookery should be locked behind 
a vitrine like a rare, but useless tchotchke. 

In our zeal for culinary realness, we get a 
strange sort of simulacrum, a very good litho- 
graph Renoir or a hi-fi recording. It’s just like 
being there, we say. Trouble is, good food is 
about being here. 

At Garbo’s Restaurant, the brick-and-mortar 
iteration of the popular food trucks, you’ll 
never once experience the crispness of a 
New England autumn or the salt-worn patina 
of its many seaside eateries. Sure, there are 
nods in the interior - an anchor here, an over- 
sized sand dollar there - but it all is faded 
and minimal, a mere suggestion. Despite 
the many affirmations of Yelpers who have 
spent “some time” trawling the Atlantic coast, 
Garbo’s is really not authentic at all. That’s 
not to say that the lobster rolls (save the self- 
mocking Hamptons Roll - more on that later) 


are Nu England aberrations piled with micro 
celery and lemon froth, but it is to say that 
Garbo’s never forgets it’s in Austin. 

Working within that vernacular serves 
Garbo’s best dishes well. The fish and chips 
($13), for instance, dredges Texas black drum 
in Austin Beerworks Black 
Thunder. The schwarzbier, 
used in place of more com- 
monplace porters and 
stouts, gives the batter a 
subtle lift. The workaday 
steamer clams ($17) are 
perfectly fine in a rich broth, 
but the cherrystone clams 
shine with an Austin twist: a smoked chili oil 
broth ($14) mimicking the flavors, if not the 
grease, of chorizo. The seasonal pickles ($4) 
could have been a lazily ticked ATX box, but 
the brine serves as a nice counterpoint to all 
the butter and aioli. 

You’ll want to order it as part of the “Set 
Up” ($18), Garbo’s essential starter. Along with 
the pickles, you get lightly salted shishitos and 


a smoked fish dip chunked generously with 
redfish. The dip is given an awkward dipper of 
saltines, but that very slight misstep is quickly 
forgotten at the first taste of clam fritter. Baby 
clams are puffed in a weightless pate a choux. 
There’s still a faint slick of oil, but fried foods 
were made for napkins. A successful fried cala- 
mari ($10) can be found, too, although we found 
it a bit less inspired than the other snacks. 
Sometimes tradition can be a bit perfunctory. 

Elsewhere, tradition is a measure of repeat- 
ed success. The three plates that hedge most 
closely to the New England phenotype (listed 
on the menu with a punctuation wink) give 
Garbo’s its foundation. The lobster rolls and 
the clam chowder, staples of the food truck, 
are rightfully popular. The chowder ($9) luxuri- 
ates in butter-flecked cream and imported 
oyster crackers (Texas can’t be relied on for 
everything). The rolls (both $18), stuffed with 
| claw meat tossed in either mayonnaise (the 
> “Maine”) or drawn butter (the “Connecticut”), 

S still manage to vault. The grilled Sweetish Hill 
o buns, while perhaps not as clapboarded as 
those used in the East, provide nice shelter. 
The accompanying hand-cut chips occasional- 
ly fall limp, but we give them points for trying. 

The semi-famous $45 Hamptons Roll was 
not available on any of our visits, but nonethe- 
less demands some discussion. The occa- 
sional special is surely the most expensive 
sandwich in Austin, but it seems like a lark. 
The ingredients seem plucked more from a 
bourgeois idea of excess (truffles! caviar! 
fancy French sauces!) than culinary wander- 
lust. We can’t imagine they sell many, but 
every menu should include a dare. It’s another 
great example of how the 
restaurant isn’t looking to re- 
create a travelog. 

Case in point: Despite 
the surfeit of brewmasters 
up North, the beer selection 
at Garbo’s is fiercely local. 
The soft drinks may be from 
Maine Root, but the sweet 
tea is from Austin’s Moonshine. The pecan 
pie ($7) is a neat distillation of owner Heidi 
Garbo’s new home. On our first visit however, 
the blueberry pie ($6) was pretending to be a 
cobbler. It has since been corrected, but we 
tend to be doctrinaire around these parts. 
Mess with New England all you like, but 
please, don’t mess with Texas.

School for Scandal 


UT GRAD ANNE HELEN PETERSEN ANALYZES THE MACHINERY 
OF CELEBRITY SCANDALS by Melanie Haupt 


When a celebrity scandal comes down the 
pike these days, it’s usually something really 
salacious like leaks of nude photos, domestic 
abuse, severe mental health issues, and 
Charlie Sheen. We expect our celebrities to 
go big or go home with their misbehavior; 
nothing less than a full-on public image 
immolation will do. And while the celebrity 
scandals Anne Helen Petersen outlines in her 
debut book, Scandals of Classic Hollywood, 
may seem tame by comparison, they are use- 
ful lenses through which to view the cultural 
mores of early 20th century America. 

Scandals, a selected compilation of essays 
Petersen wrote for the online women’s maga- 
zine the Hairpin, traces evolving attitudes 
about masculinity, class, sexuality, morality, 
and public policing of women’s bodies through 
the star images of actors like Rudolph 
Valentino, Clara Bow, Dorothy Dandridge, and 
James Dean. In addition to providing a crash 
course in film history that is accessible to the 
educated layperson, Scandals sheds light on 
how far we’ve come as a culture in terms of 
what we define as “scandalous.” 

For example, Petersen’s breakdowns of the 
scandals behind Depression-era bombshells 


Jean Harlow and Mae West reveal the ways in 
which women’s sexuality was circumscribed 
and how both women in the Hollywood spot- 
light massaged their images to make them 
more palatable to Will Hays’ prescriptive 
Production Code. When Harlow’s icy-blond 
hair became a signifier of her image as a 
man-eater (the alleged affair with married 
boxer Max Baer didn’t help, either), studio fix- 
ers stepped in and not only arranged for her 
to marry a safe, older man, they also ditched 
the peroxide and tinted her hair a tamer 
shade of “brownette.” Mae West’s bawdy 
take-it-or-leave-it embrace of the double enten- 
dre sent the censors into a tizzy - and made 
West a very rich woman in the process. 

Petersen, who completed her Ph.D. in 
Radio-Television-Film at UT and now writes for 
BuzzFeed, has used Scandals to pivot away 
from academia and catapult herself into the 
world of being a famous Internet writer in her 
own right. It’s a transition she has embraced 
wholeheartedly. “When I was writing my dis- 
sertation, I always got in trouble for writing 
too journalistically and telling a story instead 
of writing in a more traditional style,” she 
says. With Scandals and her work at 



BuzzFeed, she is 
“able to give in to the 
tendency to make 
things into a readable 
story while also doing 
an analysis at the 
same time.” 

In conjunction with 
an appearance at the 
Texas Book Festival, 

Petersen has curated a double feature at the 
Alamo Drafthouse showcasing films that 
comment on the concerns in the book: It, the 
1927 film starring Clara Bow that brought the 
idea of “It girl” into the cultural conscious- 
ness, and Carmen Jones, the 1954 reimagin- 
ing of Bizet’s Carmen starring Dorothy 
Dandridge and Harry Belafonte. 

“The thing that I love about It is that it’s a 
silent movie that shows the energy and vivacity 
of silent movies,” says Petersen. “And it makes 
a lot of the claims that I make about Clara Bow 
in that chapter come to life. And Carmen Jones 
is just a beautiful film, and the [restored ver- 
sion] that’s available now is so vibrant and 
bursting with color. Also, Harry Belafonte is so 
handsome! It gives you a real sense of just 


how talented and char- 
ismatic Dorothy 
Dandridge was.” 

As Petersen 
describes in her book, 
even Dandridge’s cha- 
risma couldn’t save 
her from a penniless 
end, despite being 
loved by white and 
black audiences alike. Because she was black 
in the Fifties, she failed to conform to soci- 
ety’s mores and, as such, was chewed up and 
spit out by the Hollywood machine. It’s a 
machine built to feed our boundless appetite 
for stars and stories. 

Even though we are sad when a movie 
star dies of an overdose or laugh when a 
starlet goes publicly off the rails, we get a 
dark little thrill of excitement as we trawl the 
blogs and social media for the latest update. 
We live in a cultural climate in which celebrity 
scandals are entertainment in and of them- 
selves. The lesson of Scandals of Classic 
Hollywood ? It girls may come and go and cul- 
tural attitudes will shift and change, but 
schadenfreude is always in fashion. ■

If the competitive spirit grabs you, several multiplayer 
games let you test your mettle.

If launching a van 
off wildly unsafe ramps or trying what might 
be the first second-person shooter, Binary 
Solo’s Stunt Mitch and It's Not Me , It’s You 
await. And Tiger Style Games will show off 
their long-awaited sequel Spider: Rite of the 
Shrouded Moon. 

Still not enough? On the Empire Control 
Room stage, video game illustrator Sara 
Gross will draw a choose-your-own-adventure 
story live using suggestions from the audi- 
ence to determine the direction of the tale. 

Finally, TX Chip helped find bands to close 
out the night in appropriate fashion. Starting 
at 9pm, chiptune troublemakers the 
Mysterious H and MonsterVision take the stage accompanied 
by visuals provided by the aptly named Vision System. When 
the bleeps and bloops have died down it will be time to go 
back to your ordinary lives. ■

Animal Phase’s 3-D world of Lost in the Woods 
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Flying High 

or (The Unexpected Comedy of Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu)

Has Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu finally 
retired the hair shirt? If so, it’s a good look 
for him. Where his previous films - Amores 
Perros, 21 Grams, Babel, and Biutiful - were 
punishing, Birdman is more like a high-spir- 
ited pummeling, and the closest thing to a 
comedy he’s made so far. 

Michael Keaton plays Riggan Thomas, who 
once ruled Hollywood as the star of a super- 
hero franchise - he was the titular Birdman 
- but whose career crumbled when he balked 
at making a third sequel. (Sound familiar? 
The film doesn’t overdo the in-joke, but 
certainly Keaton’s Batman past informs the 
part.) The film opens with Riggan meditating 
in his dressing room, just days before he 
debuts his pet project, a stage adaptation of 
Raymond Carver’s short story “What We Talk

It’s one of the great pleasures of moviego- 
ing to watch Mathieu Amalric’s face crumble. 
It’s like watching a time-lapse montage of 
Mount Rushmore’s Abraham Lincoln erode 
over millennia. Amalric is blessed with the 
French version of the 16th president’s mel- 
ancholic countenance, or, if you want to get 
all Francophile about it, he resembles a 
marginally less deceased Serge Gainsbourg, 
trimmer than the chanteur at his peak but no 
less mischievous or given to romantic folly. 

Most mainstream moviegoers in America 
will recall Amalric primarily as the James 
Bond villain Dominic Greene in 2008’s 


About When We Talk About Love.” Actually, 
scratch meditating - he’s levitating - and that 
running voice in his head, spelling out all of 
Riggan’s doubt and self-loathing, is Birdman 
himself, who frankly thinks this Broadway 
business is beneath a guy who used to top- 
bill blockbusters. Riggan is cracking from 
the stress. The play is in shambles, Riggan’s 
Broadway big-shot co-star (Edward Norton, 
a majestic ass) is stealing his limelight, his 
broken daughter (Emma Stone) is just barely 
holding on to her new sobriety, and Riggan 
may or may not be going nuts. 

Inarritu is a magician of transference; 
he strong-arms the audience into shar- 
ing Riggan’s racing heart rate and roiling 
gut-feel. There’s no shielding yourself from 
Antonio Sanchez’s percussive score, with 


Quantum of Solace, but the actor (who also 
directs here) has been visible outside of 
the local cineplex in heady dramas like 
2004’s Kings & Queen and, more recently, 
Wes Anderson’s sublime grotesque The 
Grand Budapest Hotel. For this, his fea- 
ture debut behind the lens, Amalric has 
adapted (co-scripting with his partner and 
co-star Cleau) one of Gallic crime novelist 
Georges Simenon’s slimmer volumes into 
a fittingly tight and extremely entertaining 
movie. There’s more than a hint of both Alain 
Resnais’ subjectively labyrinthine plotting and 
Claude Chabrol’s Hitchcockian portraits of 
the dark underbelly of small-town life, but The 
Blue Room is at its duplicitous heart a vivid, 
chronologically complex depiction of Tamour 
fou gone terribly wrong.

its shattered beats and crescendoing chaos 
a contagion of Riggan’s mental state. And 
Inarritu’s decision to shoot the entire film 
in minutes-long unbroken shots is no mere 
showboating (which isn’t to say cinematog- 
rapher Emmanuel Luzbeki shouldn’t start 
drafting his acceptance speech right now). 

By concealing the seams between shots, the 
movie moves as one long fever dream, and 
the pressure on the actors to not ruin a take 
is palpable. 

Relentlessly tempoed between nervous- 
leg agitation and hair-pulling hysteria, 
Birdman moves quickly among its many 
points of interest: backstage drama; 
smirking send-up of celebrity journalism 
and serious arts criticism both; the endur- 
ing coastal war between theatre and film 
actors; the legacy of addiction; and a very 
particular story of one star who’s fallen to 
Earth. (When an exhausted Riggan, back 
in his dressing room, removes his wig to 
reveal soft, gray tufts of hair spiking up like 
a baby bird’s, the effect is tender and haunt- 
ing.) None of these lines of inquiry neatly 
resolve - indeed, Inarritu and his co-writers 
Nicolas Giacobone, Alexander Dinelaris, 
and Armando Bo are perversely/pleasurably 
cryptic on certain points - but the film is so 
soaring, sometimes literally, I hardly missed 
the feeling of hard ground underfoot.

One strategy for planning your screening 
schedule is to play favorites. Show support 
for Texas filmmakers and movies shot in 
Austin and elsewhere in the Lone Star 
State. The options are abundant and sure to 
satisfy. As always, a good place to start is 
with the numerous shorts programs, which 
this year number 12. Short films are always 
the place to discover emerging talent, and 
that’s something that’s one of our area’s 
ever-renewing resources. 

Features with Texas roots include: 

The Sideways Light. Writer/director 
Jennifer Harlow’s film stars Lindsay 
Burdge (who also starred in last year’s A 
Teacher, which was filmed in Austin). She 
plays a woman who returns home to care for 
her ailing mother in their ancestral home, 
where odd things are taking place. 

The Homesman. This Western from 
native son Tommy Lee Jones was cowritten 
by Kieran Fitzgerald, a graduate of UT’s 
Michener Center for Writers. 

Flutter. In writer/director Eric Hueber’s 
film, a single mother struggles to nurture her 
son in the face of poverty and the boy’s wors- 
ening glaucoma, which leads her to begin 
cultivating her own hydroponic solution. 

61 Bullets. David Modigliani ( Crawford ) 
and Louisiana Kreutz helm this documen- 
tary about the death of Huey P. Long, 
which, 75 years after the fact, questions the 
official story about the Louisiana governor’s 
assassination by Dr. Carl Weiss. Screening 
with 61 Bullets is “Atomic City,” David 
McMurry’s half-hour documentary about 
the town of Arco, Idaho, the first city in the 
world lit electrically with atomic power. 

Crazy Carl and His Man-Boobs: An 
Austin Love Story. The title of Mike Woolfs 
documentary profile may tell you all you 
need to know, but for those unfamiliar with 
this flower-spinner and perennial City 
Council candidate, Crazy Carl Hickerson 
was Austin’s favorite eccentric before get- 
ting displaced by Leslie. Playing before 
Crazy Carl is the short film “Spoke,” Henry 
Horenstein’s chronicle of Austin’s beloved 
country music hall, the Broken Spoke. 

Morphine: Journey of Dreams. Former 
Electric Lounge owner Mark Shuman cross-

es over into filmmaking with this documen- 
tary about the cult band Morphine, which 
blazed in the Nineties from small clubs to 
packed international shows, until meeting 
an untimely end. 

The History of Time Travel. Writer/direc- 
tor Ricky Kennedy delivers a story about a 
man whose quest to create a time machine 
for a secret government program fails, and 
his ambition is taken up by his son who suc- 
cessfully completes his father’s work, and in 
the process, changes history forever. 

Hardy. Nasasha Verma (who graduated 
from UT with double degrees at the age of 17) 
directs this documentary about a female 
boxer and single mother who fights to 
achieve success in the male-dominated sport. 

21 Years: Richard Linklater. This film 
by Michael Dunaway and Tara Wood looks 
at the Austin-based filmmaker’s career 
from a perspective of 21 years after Slacker 
and compiles a bunch of interviews with 
collaborators who know him best - Ethan 
Hawke, Matthew McConaughey, Julie 
Delpy, Jack Black, Keanu Reeves, Parker 
Posey, the Chronicle’s Louis Black, and 
many more. 



FULL CIRCLE: DAWN PATROL 

Deep Austin Film Festival roots ground 
the world premiere of Dawn Patrol. The 
script (then titled Stranded ) had it origins 
in the 2008 screenplay competition, where 
it was picked up, and is now returning to 
the fest as a completed film. It’s directed 
by Daniel Petrie Jr., and stars Scott 
Eastwood, Rita Wilson, and Jeff Fahey. 
The film’s intriguing logline reads: u Dawn 
Patrol follows a surfer-turned-Marine held 
at gunpoint in a distant desert who tells his 
tragic story of revenge gone wrong to stall 
his execution.” 

SNEAK PEEK: AMERICAN CRIME 

Reinforcing its focus on television as 
well as movies, the festival presents a pre- 
view of this upcoming series starring 
Felicity Huffman and Timothy Hutton that 
his been laying down episodes in Austin 
during the past year.

Put your search for the next big thing on 
hold for a bit and catch one of the retrospec- 
tive screenings selected by guest program- 
mers, who will discuss the reasons for their 
choices in a post-screening Q&A. This 1984 
Eric Roberts and Mickey Rourke tour-de- 
farce is my personal pick. Other equally 
fascinating options include screenwriters 
Randall Wallace presenting Braveheart, 
Terry George with In the Name of the 
Father, Jenny Lumet showcasing her father 
Sidney’s film Network, and Matthew Weiner 
presenting episodes of The Twilight Zone. 

FAMILY FILMS: POPOVICH AND THE 
VOICE OF THE FABLED AMERICAN WEST 

Several films geared for family viewing 
are scheduled, but Popovich stands out not 
only for the quality of the film but the 
uniqueness of its red carpet. This story 
about an ex-circus performer who must 
depend on his wiles and his animals’ 
charms to save their act will have several of 
the film’s furry stars pawing their way down 
the red carpet. 

“Shipwrecked,” another Family Film, is 
open to the public at large. The short film is an 
immersive, 4-D theatre experience that was 
produced by the Bullock Texas State History 
Museum to complement their new exhibit La 
Belle: The Ship That Changed History. It fol- 
lows the perilous journey of the French 
explorer Rene-Robert Cavelier, Sieur de La 
Salle, who sailed west to establish a colony at 
the mouth of the Mississippi River in 1684.

The Golden Age of Television ... 

Now Even Goldener? 

There is a fifth dimension , beyond that 
which is known to man. ... This is the dimen- 
sion of imagination. It is an area which we call 
the Twilight Zone. So went, in part, the intro 
to one of the flagship shows of the first 
Golden Age of Television, Rod Serling’s The 


Twilight Zone. It’s well-established we’re in a 
second Golden Age right now, and AFF’s pro- 
gramming is a terrific showcase of the medi- 
um and its master practitioners. 

Name a buzz project of the past few years, 
and you’ll likely find it repped here, from one-

Eight days of films, four days of panels - there is so much to do at the 21st annual Austin 
Film Festival that it becomes a challenge to break it down into manageable pieces. That’s 
where we come in. Presented here are some of our initial, but by no means complete, selec- 
tions. Our best advice, however, is to follow your own instincts. From what we can tell, you 
can hardly go wrong. 

Many of these films will have filmmakers in attendance. Passes for the full eight days of 
screenings are $65; if available, single-admission tickets go on sale 20 minutes before show- 
time at the designated theatres. See www.austinfilmfestival.com for the complete schedule. 
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Road Nap to Writing 

The Writers Guild Foundation returns with 
their Scribble to Screen track, which asks 
professional writers to walk the audience 
through the process, from first inspiration to 
final shooting script. Saturday’s five panels 
skip between industry vets Winnie Holzman 
(My So-Called Life), Marti Noxon ( Mad Men, 
Buffy the Vampire Slayer, and the upcoming 
Bravo series Girlfriends' Guide to Divorce), 
and Disney scribe Linda Woolverton (The 
Lion King, Maleficent) and new talents like 
Lizzie and Wendy Molyneux of Bob's 
Burgers and Nicole Perlman, who went all 
smash! blashh! kerrassshh! with the glass 
ceiling this summer when she became the 
first woman to receive a writing credit on a 
Marvel Cinematic Universe movie. Guardians 
of the Galaxy - maybe you’ve heard of it? 

Flesh and Blood 
(Fewer Blood Squibs) 

Script readings require a little extra imagi- 
nation on the part of the audience - your 
mind’s eye provides the special effects, not 
some digital wiz in a Burbank studio - but 
proximity to real people has its rewards, 
too. On Sunday, AFF and the Black List will 
present a staged script reading at the 
Stateside Theatre of writer/director Dan 
Sterling’s unproduced comedy Flarsky fea- 
turing actors Mike Birbiglia, Sarah 
Chalke, Jason Ritter, and Austin Nichols. 
You might not know Sterling’s name, but you 
know his shows - he’s worked on Girls, The 
Daily Show With Jon Stewart, and The Office. 
He’s also the guy to blame if North Korea 
launches an attack this Christmas; Sterling 
wrote the upcoming comedy The Interview, 
wherein Seth Rogen and James Franco play 
celebrity journalists tapped to assassinate 
Kim Jong-un.

For all the transitoriness of its title, Gone 
With the Wind sure has staying power.

On Thursday, HRC curator 
Steve Wilson will join screenwriter Ashley 
Miller (Thor) and Paramount Theatre film pro- 
grammer Stephen Jannise to “deconstruct” 
the film and help find inspiration for contem- 
porary writers of romantic drama. 

Follow the Funny People 

There’s only so much information badge- 
holders can glean from a panel description; 
it’s always a roll of the dice. Our advice? 

Find the funny guys. You might not learn 
how to sell your script or land an agent, but 
at least you’ll be entertained. Whit 
Stillman - a perennial panelist (and AFF 
board member) - is a reliable raconteur, and 
he probably has some interesting things to 
say about working with a streaming service 
(his pilot The Cosmopolitans debuted on 
Amazon Prime). Thursday’s panel “Using 


Improv to Improve Your Comedy” corrals TV 
and film writers from Aqua Teen Hunger 
Force, The Late Late Show With Craig 
Ferguson, and 22 Jump Street, while 
Saturday’s panel “Stop, Collaborate, and 
Listen” pairs two writing partnerships with 
comedic chops: Molyneux sisters Wendy and 
Lizzie of Bob's Burgers, and Scott 
Neustadter and Michael H. Weber, who’ve 
locked down that delicate teeter-totter 
between I’m laughing/l’m crying with scripts 
like The Spectacular Now, The Fault in Our 
Stars, and (500) Days of Summer. 

Art and Artifact 

Stowed away in the Citadel Club on the 
second floor of the Driskill Hotel all day 
Saturday, the Writers Guild Foundation 
Exhibit shows off some of the fascinating 
writers’ ephemera housed by this important 
film archival institution. The exhibit is packed 
with early production materials and handwrit- 
ten drafts from epochal works like Lawrence 
Kasdan’s The Empire Strikes Back, Matthew 
Weiner’s “Unidentified Black Males” episode 
of The Sopranos, Winnie Holzman’s My 
So-Called Life, and more. ■

Amalric plays Julien Gahyde, a success- 
ful businessman with a lovely wife (Drucker) 
and children. But the film begins with him 
entangled in the arms of his lover Esther 
(Cleau); there’s blood, too, and from thereon 
nothing is entirely what it seems to be, or 
even what Julien believes it to be. The char- 
acter’s double life is matched by the double 
meaning of the film’s title, which I won’t spoil 
here, as his comings and goings and lies and 
diversions become increasingly frantic. The 
less you know about the patchwork storyline 
of Amalric’s assured, increasingly nightmarish 
film going in, the better. Sometimes being 
baffled is a good thing. This is one of the fin- 
est performances by one of cinema’s finest 
actors (and now director). The Blue Room is 
mesmerizing, psychologically complex, and, 
at the very end, viscerally devastating. They 
don’t make them like this much anymore, but 
they should.

Writer/director Justin Simien shatters all 
illusions of a post-racial America with this 
idea-packed comedy that pokes face value in 
the eye. This crowd-sourced indie film skips 
handily from barb to barb, sometimes sacri- 
ficing narrative flow in the process, but the 


wonder of it is that it functions as delightfully 
and open-endedly as it does. Despite its 
title, Dear White People addresses all races, 
and all cultural majorities and minorities. In 
matters of theory and practice, Simien is the 
enemy of comfortable rationalization. 

Ostensibly, the film follows four black col- 
lege students who are trying to hone their 
identities while students at the mythical 
Ivy League college Winchester University. 

The film’s title echoes the name of the 
radio show hosted by Samantha White 
(Thompson), a firebrand who looks and 
dresses like Denise Huxtable. Sam’s witty 
aphorisms (i.e., “Dear white people, please 
stop touching my hair” or “Dear white people, 
the number of black friends a white person 
must have in order to not seem racist has 
been raised to two - and your weed dealer 
Tyrone doesn’t count”). That her last name is 
White underscores a sense that Sam is also 
addressing herself. 

Railing against the university’s 
Randomization of Housing Act which had the 
effect of breaking the color barrier at the 
all-black campus house Armstrong/Parker, 
she runs for president of the hall against 
the incumbent president Troy Fairbanks 
(Bell), who is also her former beau and is 
now dating a white girl. He’s a conservative 
young man whose father is dean of students 
(Haysbert). Coco Conners (Parris), who 
aspires to be famous, will do anything to not 
look “hood” and creates a podcast that puts 
“Dear White People” in its crosshairs. Lionel 
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Higgins (Williams, the star of Everybody 
Hates Chris), a gay nerd with a giant ’fro that 
most of the black students mock, fits in 
nowhere, but it’s through this budding journal- 
ist’s eyes that most of the action is viewed. 

The plot comes to a head when the most 
prestigious and predominantly white cam- 
pus house decides on the theme for its 
Halloween party: “Liberate Your Inner Negro,” 
reflecting real-life campus uproars over simi- 
lar parties in recent years. Meanwhile, Sam 
and the Black Students Union have managed 
to resegregate their dining hall and threaten 
any white student who dares to attempt 
entry. The film is structured in chapters with 
title cards between segments, allowing it to 
jump hither and yon. It’s a strategy that privi- 
leges quips over narrative flow and strands 
a few storylines while providing no character 
closure. Still, the cast is game and Siemen’s 
trenchant observations are the mark of 
a filmmaker with something to say - an 
increasing rarity in this day and age.

EXISTS

It must be rough to be Eduardo Sanchez. 
The co-director (with Daniel Myrick) of 
watershed terrorizer The Blair Witch Project 
hasn’t had a hit of that tectonic magnitude 
ever since, even as the found-footage genre 
that he practically created from scratch has 
proved to be as resilient, cheap to produce, 
and popular as ramen noodles. There were, 
of course, precursors to Blair Witch : Ruggero 
Deodato’s oft-cited goregasm Cannibal 
Holocaust (1980) and Patrick Duncan’s excel- 
lent though little-seen Vietnam war flick 84 
Charlie MoPic (1989) are two of the best, 
but Sanchez and Myrick’s savvy, slow-burn 
Witch - which grossed upward of $248 mil- 
lion worldwide and cost an estimated $20- 
$25,000 to shoot - is a genuine landmark in 
film history. 

With Exists, Sanchez finally returns to the 
found-footage genre, and the forest, and the 
shaky-cam, but focuses (albeit rarely with the 
camera) on East Texas’ many rumored sight- 
ings of the cryptozoological anomaly colloqui- 
ally known as Bigfoot. East Texas being, well, 
East Texas, there’s been little if any durable 
proof of such a creature, but oodles of yarn- 
ing and hearsay stretching more than a cen- 
tury back. There’s something in the woods 
all right, but it’s more likely hallucinogenic 
fumes from a meth lab than the missing link. 
Still, as a starting point for a GoPro-crazed 
horror movie, it’s as good as any place to 
start, and actually gets the fear across in its 
final half-hour. 

Shot in and around Bastrop State Park 
and at Spiderwood Studios, Exists corrals the 
usual assortment of hard-partying, mixed- 
gender victims-to-be in a deserted cabin out 
in the Big Thicket and lets nature have its 
skull-thumping way. Extreme sports enthusi- 
asts all, the quintet, led by Chris Osborn’s 
Brian and shot on GoPro microcams by mul- 
tiple characters (the product placement and 
shout-outs alone may well be the real horror 
on display here), the only surprising thing 


about Exists is that while it takes its own 
sweet time getting to the good (i.e., monster- 
involved) parts, once it does it’s a perfectly 
serviceable Friday-night, teen-date movie. 

The creature’s big reveal is masterfully 
handled and a final revelation is exceptionally 
memorable, but the characters, unsurpris- 
ingly, remain interchangeable with those 
of any number of other teens-in-peril pics. 

Any sense of eerie atmosphere is obviously 
negated by the anti-quality of the “found 
footage” and suspense is sporadic and ulti- 
mately negligible, given the nature of the pro- 
duction. I suppose the genuinely good news 
is that it’s not another Paranormal Activity 
outing, but there should be more of a reason 
for Exists to exist than that. On the other 
hand, when the film had its world premiere at 
SXSW Film, it was voted the Audience Award 
winner in the Midnighter section.

THE GREEN PRINCE 

D: Nadav Schirman; with Mosab Hassan Yousef, Gonen Ben 
Yitzhak. (PG-13, 95 min.) 

It begins as a riveting documentary on 
a Hamas leader’s son who becomes an 
Israeli spy, code-named the Green Prince. 
The film not only focuses on this unlikely 
protagonist but the Israeli Shin Bet agent 
who turned him. Any story set in the Middle 
East is lucky to be rendered in shades of 
gray almost lacking in any stark black or 
whites. The Green Prince is even muddier 
and more complicated. 

It is even more disturbing as Mosab 
Hassan Yousef gives every evidence of 
acting from the deepest moral convictions 
and intense humanitarian concerns, but his 
Israeli handler, Gonen Ben Yitzhak, cold- 
bloodedly talks about him mostly as an 
asset at first. Fascinatingly, unlike a spy 
fiction, the film tends to slow down as it 
goes along, depending too much on talk- 
ing heads, repeated footage, and dramatic 
reenactments. 

There is no grand climax, only the increas- 
ingly complex moral swamp that surrounds 
viewers. Interestingly, as it progresses, 

Yousef becomes more and more convinced 
of the rightness of his actions, while Yitzhak 
begins to question Israeli spy tactics and 
strategies. 

There is much pain, and any number of 
deeply philosophical questions posed, if not 
answered. This is very powerful stuff, but 
what you ultimately make of it will have a lot 
to do with the politics you bring to watching 
it. It doesn’t entirely work, and its too-tight 
focus and lack of adequate context hampers 
it. But, finally, its lurching quest for some 
moral center creates a unique and unavoid- 
able tension.

Neil Berkeley must be magnetically pulled 
to mad geniuses. Following up his ter- 
rific portrait of artist Wayne White, 2012’s 
Beauty Is Embarrassing, Berkeley documents 
another color-outside-the-lines creative force, 
TV writer Dan Harmon ( Community ), as he 
embarks on a 20-city tour taping his popular 
Harmontown podcast in front of live audi- 
ences. Berkeley effectively mixes footage 
from the freewheeling performances and 
backstage ephemera with archival clips from 
Harmon’s often-troubled career ( Heat Vision 
and Jack, The Sarah Silverman Program) and 
affectionate but frank testimonials from his 
friends and co-workers. 

“A human hand grenade with a predilec- 
tion for pulling his own pin out” (as John 
Oliver puts it), Harmon lets it all hang out 
for the camera: his black moods and shame 
spirals, that devastatingly sharp tongue, 
and a dizzying number of drinks poured. But 
Harmontown, a large-hearted film, also illus- 
trates what Harmon calls “the misfit qual- 
ity” that bonds him to his audience and his 
collaborators. Chief among those collabora- 
tors is scene-stealer Spencer Crittenden, 
a shy dungeon master who joins the show 
almost by accident and becomes a cult 
hero. You might not know what he means 
when one shiny-eyed fan squees to the cam- 
era, “Spencer signed my D20!” - but then 
again, you know exactly what he means. As 
much a portrait of a community as of its 
brilliant, de facto mayor, Harmontown is a 
stirring tribute to the restorative power of 
finding your people.

ALAMO SLAUGHTER LANE

Anyone who misses the initial flash-forward 
in John Wick’s opening moments would be 
forgiven for assuming that this latest Keanu 
Reeves vehicle is in the tradition of earlier 
weepies like The Lake House and Sweet 
November, as widower Wick comes to terms 
with the passing of his late wife (Moynahan) 
and the arrival of her last gift, an adorable wid- 
dle puppy. It’s an admirably spare sequence, 
establishing Wick’s grief and gradually renewed 
happiness in simple, effective interactions. 

Sadly for them, such a promising new 
friendship isn’t long for this world, as John 
and his furry friend are assaulted by losef 
(Allen) and his merry band of thugs once 
they set their sights on Wick’s ’69 Mustang. 
Luckily for us, what losef doesn’t realize 
is that Wick was a former employee of his 
father, NYC kingpin Viggo (Nyqvist), and 
remains a hitman of remarkable prowess 
when it comes to turning his well-justified 
quest for vengeance against the underworld 
he had once left. 

An entire reel is devoted to establishing 
Wick’s legendary reputation - “You call him 
the bogeyman?” “No. He’s who you send to 


kill the fucking bogeyman.” - before the film 
sets about fulfilling it in grand displays of 
violence. A fight coordinator on the Matrix 
trilogy, first-time director Chad Stahelski 
respects the choreography of his profession 
with sustained action sequences worthy of 
Wick’s killer reflexes, ensuring that each 
execution in this ballet of bullets and blood- 
shed retains a brutal weight when contrasted 
against the tedious parade of gruesomeness 
in The Equalizer, for instance. 

What’s even more surprising than 
Stahelski ’s verve for set-pieces is writer 
Derek Kolstad’s ease with world-building, 
weaving in a colorful cast of fellow assassins 
(including the likes of Ian McShane, Willem 
Dafoe, and Adrianne Palicki) and their own 
relationships, hangouts, and currency with a 
confidence that makes the film feel as much 
about the gathering of mutually respected 
professionals as it is about the the story 
itself. Allen makes for an ideally squirmy tar- 
get, while Nyqvist plays into the movie’s droll 
sense of humor as a villain instantly resigned 
to that fate which surely awaits him. 

And at the center of it all stands Reeves, 
a convincing embodiment of both the calm 
before the storm and its subsequent capac- 
ity for ruin. Impossibly 50 years old, the man 
known to most for the utterance of a single 
exclamation asserts his place as an action 
star two decades after Point Break and 
Speed convinced audiences that he might 
just have the chops. “People keep asking if 
I’m back,” John barks at his captors. “Yeah, 
I’m thinking I’m back.” Yeah, we’re thinking 
so, too.

Based on the true story of Travis Freeman, 
a high school football player from Corbin, Ky., 
who was struck blind after a severe sinus 
infection rendered his optic nerves useless - 
yet still continued to play, 23 Blast is a well- 
acted inspirational sports drama that never 
quite rises above the treacly mire of cliches 
that seem inherent to the genre. This first 
feature from actor Dylan Baker ( The Good 
Wife , Happiness) is a generic triumph-over- 
adversity film whose tonal shifts would make 
Arnold Schoenberg smile. 

The title comes from the name of a 
football play, one learned early on by Travis 
(Hapka) and his best friend Jerry (Hoover) as 
they practice pee-wee football as children. 

Cut to high school and Travis is a popular 
wide receiver, while Jerry is a second-string 
quarterback, languishing on the bench 
because he’s from the wrong side of the 
tracks, maybe (the film never makes it 
entirely clear - he does do a keg stand at 
one point, FWIW). When Travis goes blind and 
understandably shuts down, Jerry is there 
to help his best friend by letting Travis drive 
his truck around town, with the appropriately 
hilarious results. There follows a number of 
montages, all cued to music that strives for 
maximum lyric ham-fistedness, that show 
Travis acclimating to his new condition, and 
then, when Coach Farris (Lang, the best thing 
about this film) decides to bring him back as 
a player, more montages of Travis relearning 
the game he once knew so well. Did I men- 
tion that there’s a big conference champion- 
ship coming up and that play they learned oh 
so long ago will probably figure prominently? 
23 Blast's heart might be in the right place, 
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but everything else seems a mish-mash of 
tropes hearkening back to the Hallmark mov- 
ies era. If you’re needing a small-town foot- 
ball fix, cue up Friday Night Lights, instead.

Austin Chronicle: The festival's tailored to 
those who love metal and horror movies.

Thunderbirds and Tailgators, is exhausting- ° 
ly sourced. Included are stories from day- 
oners like Keith’s mother (currently 94) and 
initial bass teacher Armando Compean to 
Texas legends like Johnny Winter, Billy 
Gibbons, and Jimmie Vaughan.

In one of Elijah Ford’s earliest memories, 
he’s in his mother’s arms, wearing shotgun 
headphones, watching his dad play guitar 
onstage through a haze of pot smoke. His 
pops, Marc Ford, accounted for the better 
half of the Black Crowes’ celebrated guitar 
duality. That contributed to Ford Sr. missing 
swathes of his offspring’s early years. 

“Now we’re making it up double time,” he 
conceded at the Sahara Lounge last month 
during a warm-up gig for a tour that unites the 
father and son. 

Elijah’s considerable axe skills aren’t hand- 
me-downs from Marc - though they share a 
hereditary trait for throwing one shoulder back 
and leaning during solos. Marc only remem- 
bers scribbling down three chords on his way 


out the door and coming back from tour to 
find Elijah playing Clapton songs. 

“I didn’t grow up wanting to be a musician,” 
says the younger musician, who was raised in 
Orange County and relocated to Austin in 
2009 while playing bass with Ryan Bingham. 
“But when I hit puberty, I realized how much 
power music had.” 

Marc Ford needed time to rediscover the 
power of music himself. After more than two 
decades of freelance fretwork for everyone 
from Ben Harper to Booker T. Jones, he 

gave up touring in 2010. 

“I quit because I had to get things right at 
home and stop making poor decisions. I had 
a little girl, moved to the beach, and just laid 
around figuring out who I was if I didn’t play 
music,” he says. “I found out I’m miserable.” 

He bounced back this year with Holy Ghost, 
a gracefully contemplative singer-songwriter 
LP Elijah’s next step forward isn’t far behind. 
He recently tracked his sophomore album at 
Arlyn Studios. 

For six weeks now, the Fords have shared 
stages on a national trek that touches down 
Friday at Threadgill’s headquarters where 

Elijah Ford & the Bloom play at 9pm, then 
stick around to back up Marc at 10pm. 

Quality time. 

“It’s something we’ve both been waiting for 
our entire lives,” says Elijah. “To find a deep 
connection with each other through music.”

Voivod 

FRI., 10:50PM, EMO’S 

“It was in Austin where the smoke machine was not 
ready,” recalls drummer Michel “Away” Langevin. “You 
have to heat it a lot prior to the show so it comes out as 
smoke. I don’t know if it was plugged in enough or what, 
but it just sprayed the kids with burning oil!” 

This was around 1985, Voivod’s first U.S. tour, when 
singer Denis “Snake” Belanger wore a gas mask to fumigate 
the crowd with dreaded mist from the Morgoth machine. 
You didn’t hear it here first, folks: Voivod are from secret 
Canadian kingdom Morgoth - named by the percussionist 
way back when the band wrote songs about its battles with 
an intergalactic vampire who hovered over their town in a 
spaceship and fed on the paranoia of nuclear nightmares. 

“I actually wasn’t that aware 
of nuclear stockpiles before the 
Dead Kennedys and Conflict 
and Crass,” admits Langevin. 

Atomic age paranoia became 
more than lyrical flimflam for 
Voivod and its heavily weapon- 
ized version of thrash. Their 
zonked chord structures modi- 
fied almost every “wrong” note 
in the troposphere. Current 
local Greg Ginn did the same 
thing in Black Flag. 

“Never met Greg, but I’m a 
big fan of his playing. Big influ- 
ence as well,” utters Langevin, 
who adds that anyone hoping 
for pyro from Voivod at Housecore Horror will have to go 
see Gwar instead. “Eventually it got hard to cross the bor- 
ders with that type of equipment. Now it would be impos- 
sible.” - Adam Ganderson

This poisonous brew of death 
crunch and John Carpenter soundtracks (dubbed 
“Halloween metal”) oozes out of Detroit, a city 
with even less to lose than these heshers. Hell’s 
Headbangers houses a pair of LPs, the most recent 
of which is Stoned.

Sometimes technique for technique’s sake is 
enough. Thus spaketh Archspire on latest LP The 
Lucid Collective, a whiplash set of tracks breaking 
fingers off air guitarists everywhere. Armed with a 
death grunt that makes grindcore vokillists sound 
articulate, Oliver Rae Aleron leads his Vancouver 
crew into new depths of musicianly brutality. - M.T. 

MACABRE

Macabre shares a serial killer obsession with 
Japan’s Church of Misery, but that’s where the 
similarities halt. The 29-year-old Chicago trio 
ignores its fellow traveler’s teeth-grinding doom 
in favor of an eclectic mix of punk, classic metal, 
and children’s music. Not for toddlers, but an 
appreciation of nursery rhymes will help grok 
latest release Grim Scary Tales. - M. T.

As the Palaces Bum was supposed to doc- 
ument a Lamb of God European trek. When 
frontman Randy Blythe was pulled off a 
plane mid-tour by Czech Republic police and 
charged with manslaughter for the death 
of 19-year-old stage diver Daniel Nosek, it 
became a chronicle of nightmare justice. 

“We weren’t getting in a car and going to 
some nondescript American court building 
in a suburb,” says the singer. “We’re in the 
middle of this really atmospheric city, walk- 
ing streets that have been there for a thou- 
sand years. There’s a dark majesty to it, and 
I thought, ‘No wonder Kafka wrote so much 
screwed stuff.’” 

There’s no soft Club Fed in the Czech 
Republic. There’s the infamous Pankrac 
Prison. 

“It’s like living in a Misfits song. There’s a 
freaking guillotine down the hall from me.” 

In World War II, the Nazis executed 
roughly 1,900 Czech resistance fighters 
with its dropping blade. 

“At the end of the war, the Nazis threw it 
in the river to cover up what they had done, 
but the Czechs dug it up and put it in the 
prison.” 

Blythe’s first day of 37, crammed in a 
holding cell with 12 other inmates, the 
screaming began: 


“The guy next door, he has tuberculosis 
and he doesn’t want to go to the hospital. 
So there’s all these huge Czech guards 
coming through with face masks on, and 
they get this guy, and he’s kicking and 
screaming and spitting everywhere, and 
they drag him past our cell. So everybody 
has their shirts up. 

“Jesus Christ, tuberculosis? That’s some 
stuff my grandma had to deal with.” 

Vindicated by the courts, Blythe resisted 
any urge to self-medicate afterward. Two 
years before his arrest, the notorious drink- 
er got sober and stayed that way. Getting 
clean helped him survive Pankrac. 

“Internally, I felt, well I’ve been through 
hard stuff before. Somehow I’m still here. 
I’ll get through this, as long as I keep my 
head straight.” 

Back home in Richmond, Va., Blythe just 
finished his autobiography, Dark Days, due 
in February. Lamb of God won’t be at 
Housecore, but don’t rule out hearing 
Blythe’s roar. 

“You absolutely do not know what will 
happen, because a whole lot of my friends 
are playing.” - Richard Whittaker

Eyehategod, plus new drummer Aaron Hill. 

“Last year’s fest was pretty emotional 
because it was our first gig after Joey 
passed away,” emails Williams. “We were

lucky to have Dale Crover from the Melvins 
fill in with us, so it was bittersweet. We’re 
truly excited to be back again as a tight, 
destructive unit.” 

In fact, annual visits to Housecore are 
something Williams hopes to continue. 

“We will most likely play every year,” he 
explains, “because it’s put on by our good 
friends and family in our close New 
Orleans/Texas circle, and it would be cool 
to make playing there a tradition.” 

Williams and guitarist Jimmy Bower pull 
double duty this year, also performing with 
Corrections House and Superjoint Ritual, 
respectively. The bandleader welcomes the 
challenge of balancing EHG with the mem- 
bers’ other acts - nearly a dozen at last 
count. 

“The bottom line is that we’re musi- 
cians,” asserts Williams. “This is what we 
do. Why limits ourselves to one band or 
style? When you have a creative streak, roll 
with it.” - Michael Toland

THE FLATLANDERS: 

NOW IT’S NOW AGAIN 

by John T. Davis 

University of Texas Press, 228pp., $19.95 (paper) 

More a legend than a band that then blossomed into a world- 
renowned musical force, the Flatlanders never had their tale retold 
this completely. Soul mates since high school, Joe Ely, Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore, and Butch Hancock are here joined by a multitude of oth- 
ers musically, spiritually, and financially. Veteran Austin scribe John 
T. Davis proves ideal for the telling as he digs deep into their West 
Texas roots and communal life in Lubbock. He documents them 
to Nashville in 1972, where they record an album released only 
on 8-track tape before not so much breaking up as dissolving. Solo careers ensue, the 
trio’s lives intertwined with recording one another’s songs, producing one another’s LPs, 
and appearing onstage together with remarkable frequency. Since the millennium, their 
renaissance counts three albums of new material and two featuring unreleased archival 
recordings. The author packs a lot into limited space with insight and intelligence, though 
some facts are inexplicably repeated and he draws heavily from magazines and newspa- 
pers without proper attribution. He pulls together remarkable moments like a long-haired 
Lyndon Baines Johnson attending a set at the first Kerrville Folk Festival. As a whole, Now 
It’s Now Again offers a cogent examination of making music for its own sake. As Gilmore 
explains, “We weren’t trying to do anything big or huge or anything. It was just fun. We did 
it for fun.’’

2AM AT THE CAT’S PAJAMAS 

by Marie-Helene Bertino, Crown Publishers, 272pp., $25 

A book about jazz, this debut novel reads like soul. In the span 
of one snowy Philadelphia day, Christmas Eve Eve, 2am at the Cat’s 
Pajamas trails three leads: 9-year-old loner Madeleine, who dances 
to Blossom Dearie’s bebop piano while smoking her late mother’s 
cigarettes and dreaming of singing like her parent at legendary 
jazz club, the Cat’s Pajamas; venue owner Lorca, who struggles 
to keep his flailing bar afloat; and newly divorced teacher Sarina, 
serendipitously reunited with her high school flame. Hilariously 
heartwarming and, at times, harshly realistic, the sassy fifth-grade 
protagonist invites empathy, quietly comparing her precociously hardboiled know-how 
to classmate Clare Kelly’s perfect braids, perfect life, despite her flippant foul-mouth. 
(“Madeleine has no friends because she is a jerk,” Bertino writes of a character who 
relies on advice scribbled onto note cards by her mother, one year passed.) Homage 
to her native Philly, the Brooklyn-based author exposes both the beauty and burden of 
urban living. (“Good morning, the city says. Fuck you.”) A clever tale of missed oppor- 
tunities and seized ones, Cat’s Pajamas’ characters mirror the story’s inspiration. Like 
jazz, they’re unruly, improvised, and endlessly impassioned.

I LOVE YOU TOO 

by Ziggy Marley, Akashic Books, 48pp., $15.95 

At 4 months, our budding Rasta-to-be rated / Love You Too high. 
Gdansk-born/Bath-based illustrator Ag Jatkowska strokes a whim- 
sical version of hand-painted Polish film posters through her own 
color-slashed alternate reality. Still, initially, my man Lazio found the 
verses a teensy bit long. After all, “I Love You Too” began with its 
author adopting his father Bob Marley’s I Threes concept - feminine 
refrain to the preacher’s call - on Grammy-winning 2009 children’s 
disc Family Time, which pairs Wailers harmonic linchpin Rita Marley 
with her mother-in-law/his grandmother Cedella. Former teen leader of Sesame Street 
guests Ziggy Marley & the Melody Makers, not to mention dreadlocked scion behind the 
theme song to animated TV hit Arthur, the singer then won an Emmy for the song’s inclu- 
sion on BBC toons time 3rd & Bird. In fact, the only media missing here is the actual 
song. Marley’s daughter, Judah, prompted this printed spin-off by announcing its call to 
him one morning. His response, repeated 30 times throughout / Love You Too, hooked 
Lazio. Add in another baker’s dozen of “I love you,” and repeat over and over to your tod- 
dler. This looks to be on our home charts for weeks, months, maybe even years. (Sun., 
2pm, Children’s Tent @ 13th & Colorado) - R.H.

DECAPITATED 

Blood Mantra (Deluxe) (Nuclear Blast) 

Poland’s Big Three: Vader, Behemoth, Decapitated. 
Between them thrashes some 72 years of blackheart 
death metal. Triumvirate youths, that third cell emerged 
late last millennium as an extreme, Eastern European 
equivalent to Van Halen, teens Witold “Vitek” Kieltyka and 
his older brother Waclaw “Vogg” Kieltyka mathing up an 
unholy technical storm of thunder and lightning respec- 
tively. Decapitated V.l expired with drum prodigy Vitek via 
a Belarus tour bus wreck in 2007, yet Vogg rallied back on 
a follow-up nearly equal to the original foursome’s phan- 
tasmagoric swan song, Organic Hallucinosis. Now, Blood 
Mantra spurts like hook-infested 2011 predecessor Carnival Is Forever. The latter liquefied the 
Poles’ left-brain technique, while the former here emulsifies Decapitated further into commer- 
cial compactness. Vogg’s guitar vortex runs circles around the competition. From the title track 
mosh to his fleet-fingered figures and drummer Michal Lysejko’s air raid beats ganging up on

RIGOR MORTIS 

Slaves to the Grave 

When Mike Scaccia died 
onstage in 2012, the recently 
reconvened Rigor Mortis went 
stiff. Cold. Thanks to the 
metal gods, the Eighties-born 
Dallas thrash institution saw 
its erstwhile Ministry guitarist 
finish the group’s long-awaited 
comeback and third LP overall. 
Reasserting Rigor Mortis’ posi- 
tion as one of metal’s thrilling 
rides, Slaves to the Grave exer- 
cises no nostalgia. Booming 
Bruce Corbitt still reigns 
supreme over the quartet’s 
horror flick aesthetic, gleefully 
expounding on the virtues 
of “Ancient Horror,” “Flesh 
for Flies,” and “Fragrance of 
Corpse.” Scaccia, meanwhile, 
puts on a masterclass in 
speed axe mangling, deviat- 
ing from the slash-n-burn long 
enough for prog rock bridge- 
work in “Poltergeist,” acoustic 
enchantment at the head of 
“Sacramentum Gladiatorum,” 
and metal-grass silliness in 
“The Infected.” Although their 
recorded return became an 
elegy, the wake is a head- 
banger.

Grindcore’s over so fast 
no one can tell how good the 
performance actually was.

At Full Service’s homey South Austin head- 
quarters, the Kepner brothers prep their DIY 
music extravaganza. Drummer/singer Hoag sur- 
veys paint and plywood soon to transform the 
backyard into a landing pad, while guitarist 
Bonesaw inspects pages of to-do lists 
that cover most of his kitchen wall. A 
weekend of concerts, sports, and pup- 
pet shows, the second annual Full 
Service Circus imports 300 ticket-hold- 
ing loyalists of the local rock/reggae/ 
metal quartet to Austin, where they lodge 
in one hotel and travel to events via party bus. 

These devoted, often costumed FS fanat- 
ics are dubbed “FanSaws.” 

“There’s a bit of Deadhead vibe for sure,” 
affirms Hoag. “It could also be equated to 
fans of a sports team that’s not at the cham- 
pionship level.” 

Full Service tallied two-thirds of its 
advance sales during an online telethon this 
summer. Such grassroots practices define a 
band that’s found sustainable models operat- 
ing outside of the music industry. Last year’s 
inaugural Circus netted a goodly profit. 

“The Circus was a way for us to reinvent 
ourselves and stay fresh as artists,” says 
Bonesaw, who co-founded the band a decade 


ago. “It’s also about survival in our personal 
lives. I love being on tour, but we can’t do it 
all the time.” 

The festivities - $85 for the full weekend 
- launch Friday, 1pm, at Zilker Park with 
some sports warm-up (wiffle ball, vol- 
leyball, Frisbee), then move on to a 
welcome party, 5:30-7:30pm, at the 
band headquarters (3601 Wilson) 
before a show at Empire Control 
Room, 8pm-l:30am. Saturday fields 
a soccer match at the Barton Springs 
back gate, llam-lpm, followed by two 
acoustic sets back at FS HQ, 2-5pm and 
7-10pm, sandwiching a Circus Freak Dinner 
at Wahoo’s Fish Tacos (Sixth & Rio Grande). 
That night’s concert leverages Flamingo 
Cantina with a cameo by the band’s rap 
side Beatcake. Sunday: 10am yoga at the 
band pad followed by a puppet show and 
performance at East Riverside flapjack 
house the Buzzmill. Full schedule and sup- 
porting acts at www.fullservicecircus.com. 

“I now think of ourselves as less of a 
band and more of an entertainment compa- 
ny,” acknowledges Hoag. 

“And all those things can go under a cir- 
cus tent,” adds Bonesaw. - Kevin Curtin
